Labour brings 
in new faces

The Labour Party gave itself a 
partial face-lift yesterday when 
its mammoth Central Commit- 
tee voted for a number of new 
and relatively unknown figures 
to join established politicos on 
its slate for the Knesset 
elections. 

The new names included 
Amir Peretz, the mayor of 
Sderot; Avrum Burg, son of the 
retired National Religious Party 
leader; Yossi Beilin, closest uide 
to Labour Chairman Shimon 
Peres; Micha Goldman, a confi- 
dant of Labour's number two 
man Yitzhak Rabin; Eli Dayan, 
Moroccan-born religious mayor 
of Ashkelon; and Eli Bea-Mena- 
hem, a representative of Tel 
Aviv’s poorer districts. 

Among the veterans who won 
their party's renewed support were 
Abba Eban, Arye (Lova) Eliav, and 
Ora Namir, all of whom were re- 
tumed by comfortable margins. 

They join all the current Labour 
ministers, who were re-elected to 
the list, and all the present Knesset 
members except Aharon Nahmias. 
Jacques Amir and Yitzhak Peretz. 
These three failed to make the list of 
29 elected by the 1,267 members of 
the Central Committee. 

The 29, in tum, will be added to the 
list of 23 potential candidates previ- 
ously selecied by the wurious part 
branches, and te a further g-oup of 
nine “secure” nominces to forr: the 
reservoir from which the actual 
Knesset list will be drawn. The Cen- 
tral Committee is to convene again 
in mid-June to rank these 41. 


Observers noted that this second 
round would be tough, since clearly 
Labour vannot hope to win 61 seats 
in the Knesset election. 

But Labour plainly felt last night 
that it had passed its experiment in 
‘democratization’ with flying 
colours, 

Party observers maintained that 
the vote was for the most part bal- 
anced and reasonable and that the 
deals conclude between various 
groups and camps in the party to 
support each others’ candidates had 
been at best only partially hon- 
oured. Most voters, these observers 
maintained, had used their judg- 
ment and heeded the party leaders’ 
call ta elect a representative and 
attractive list for the Knesset. 

Eliav received particularly broad 
support, demonstrating that the par- 
ty’s former secretary-general still 
has wide appeal among the Central 
Committee members. 

He emerged second in the vote, 
behind MK Ora Namir, and ahead 
of Shoshana Arbeli-Almoslino. the 
minister of health.

IAF raids 
Hizbullah

KIRYAT SHMONA - Israeli war- 
planes yesterday struck for the third 
time at Hizbullab terrorist targets 
near Louwazeh village, north of the 
security zone in south Lebanon.

It was heavily bombed in Wednes- 
day’s action in which 40 Hizbullah 
gunmen were reportedly killed and 
dozens wounded. SLA soldiers later 
scoured the Mang ἀρ surrounding 
areas, although IDF forces 
reportedly did not cross the border 
of the buffer zone. 

Reports from Lebanon said SLA 
troops continued search operations 


Tsraeli military sources denied the 
reports, saying that all forces had 
pulled out of the region before yes- 
terday moming and returned to 
their bases inside the security zone.

Another lem is the physical

However, Justice Ministry 
sources insist that all efforts must be 
made to see that bounds are not 
overstepped, and that justice is 
readily available to the local 
population. 

‘The uprising in the territories has 
thrown into even sharper focus long- 
standing problems investigated, and 
sharply criticized, by a Justice Min- 
istry panel under the leadership of 
Yehudit Karp in 1982. Karp, the 
deputy attorney-general, is a mem- 
ber of the current team that oper- 
ates under the auspices of Attorney- 
General Yosef Harish. 


IDF accused of ‘ 


dragging its ality 


in probing ‘exceptional’

The IDF drags its feet to an “‘un- 
conscionable extent” in investigat- 
ing what it claims are “exceptional” 
instances of brutality in suppressing 
the uprising in the territories, ac- 
cording to Centre Movement MK 
Aranon Rubinstein, who is still, af- 
ter three months, awaiting the result 
of an inquiry into a death by 


ting. 

Rubinstein says that last February 
15 he submitted a written parlia- 
mentary question to Defence Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Rabin about the death, 
on February 9. of 17-year-old Hader 
Elias Terazi of Gaza. 

Terazi died in Beersheba's Sor- 


oka Hospital, to which he was 
brought with severe head injuries, 
His parents, who thought he was 
under arrest, were only informed 
some time later that he had died. 

During a visit to Gaza. Rubinstein 
wrote to Rabin, an IDF officer had 
confirmed to him that Terazi had 
indeed been severely beaten after 
his arrest. 


On February 25, Rabin wrote to 
Rubinstein, assuring him that the 
episode was being investigated. A 
letter of March 16 repeats that the 
inquiry is in progress. 

Since then, and despite a telegram 
to Rabin, Rubinstein has heard 
nothing.

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GRAHAMSTOWN - Two white 
South African riot policemen were 
sentenced to death in the Supreme 
Court here yesterday for murdering 
a black youth after savagely assault- 
ing him. 

‘The court found that Warrant Of- 
ficer Leon de Villiers, 37, and Con- 
stable Patrick Goosen, 27. had de- 
fiberately planned the murder of 
Mlungisi Stuurman, 18, on a river 
bank at Cradock, in Eastern Cape 
Province, on July 26, 1986. 

Another two white policemen 
were sentenced to death on March 
31 for the murders of two alleged 
drug traffickers, one of mixed-race 
and one black, in the Johannesburg 
area. 

Judge Neville Zietsman found 
that De Villiers, in charge of a po- 
lice “unrest unit”, had beaten Stuur- 
man, then ordered Goosen to “take 
him out™ because he had been as- 
saulted so badly that he could not be 
detained. Defence counsel attribut- 
ed this order to De Villiers’ having 
drunk alcohol, and his below-aver- 
age intelligence. 

Stuurman was taken to a river 
bank. where Constable Goosen shot 
him in the back’ of the neck. 

The judge commended investigat- 
ing officers for not trying to cover up 
for their colleagues, to protect the 
Teputation of the police. 

The murder occurred the night 
after a Port Elizabeth “unrest 
squad” arrived in Cradock to moni- 
tor the funeral of a guerrilla of the 
outlawed African National Con- 
gress (ANC) during a wave of politi- 
cal violence in black townships. Ac- 
cording to testimony, the all-white 
Squad went on an unauthorized and 
incognito “beating expedition” in 
Cradock’s black township the night 
before the funeral, to investigate re- 
ports of political stone-throwing. 

In Pretoria yesterday, four white 
women were injured when two 
bombs rocked streets packed with 
lunchtime shoppers. A hospital offi- 
cial said the women were hit by the 
second blast and two of them were 
in serious condition.

A police spokesman said the first 
bomb was a limpet mine. a favourite 
weapon of anti-Pretoria guerrillas, 
which blew up in a car parked out- 
side a police hostel.

In Frankfurt, prominent white 
anti-apartheid South Africans met 
members of the outlawed African 
National Congress (ANC) in strate- 
gy talks in a hotel yesterday. White 
legislator Wynand Malan headed 
the group of seven South African 
politicians, journalists and academ- 
ics defying a government ban on 
contacts with the guerrilla group, 
which seeks to abolish white domi- 
nation in South Africa. 

“Ἵ don't expect any detailed re- 
sults from this meeting,” said Ma- 
lan, a defector from President P.W.- 
Botha’s ruling National Party who 
now heads the National Democratic 
Movement, a new political grouping 
that opposes apartheid both within 
parliament and outside. 

The ANC has denounced racially- 
segregated elections. It says apart- 
heid is beyond reform and must be 
overthrown, But some opponents of 
apartheid, including Malan, say the 
Opposition should take advantage of 
Botha’s limited extension of voting 
rights to try to take over local and 
central government. 

The talks with the ANC delega- 
tion, including Information Secre- 
tary Thabo Mbeki. coincided with 
the 40th anniversary of the National 
Party's rise to power in South Afri- 
ca, 


Malan said he had met former 
Progressive Federal Party (PFP) 
leader Frederik van Zyl Slabbert, on 
the flight from Johannesburg. Van 
Zyl Slabbert, who led the Dakar 
talks, has held six secret meetings 
with the ANC this year.

In Moscow, police scuffled yester- 
day with about 50 Jewish would-be 
emigres who tried to demonstrate 
ahead of Reagan’s visit, evewitness- 
es said. Police with loudspeakers 
first ordered the demonstrators to 
move from their meeting place near 
the Lenin Library. When the Jews 
moved further down the street, 
plainclothes nolice ripped from their 
hands several placards calling for 
freedom to emigrate. There were no 
immediate reports of arrests. 

In an interview published in Fin- 
land's Helsingin Sanomat newspa- 
per yesterday, Reagan struck a 
tough note on human rights, saying 
Gorbachev's domestic reforms had 
so far brought only limited improve- 
ments, 

“At this point, it is not clear— and 
it may not be clear for years - 
whether significant change has oc- 
curred. We would like to see a Sovi- 
et Union that deals with its own 
people and neighbours through dia- 
logue rather than intimidation,” he 
said. 

— Teceived welcome news 
yesterday when conservative Re~ 
publican Senator Jesse Helms said 
he would no longer try to block ap- 
proval of the U.S.-Soviet treaty 
banning medium-range missiles that 
Reagan and Gorbachev signed in 
Washington. 

Fitzwater said he expected White 
House chief of staff Howard Baker 
to arrive in Moscow with the Senate- 
approved treaty on Sunday, so that 
Gorbachev and Reagan could then 
exchange instruments of ratifica- 
tion. Reagan, at 77 the oldest presi- 
dent in U.S. history, has said his 
goal is to bequeath a stable super- 
power relationship to whoever suc- 
ceeds him. 
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IT IS difficult to recall the shacked 
face of President Jimmy Carter as he 
expressed his surprise and dismay 
with Moscow's behaviour just after 
the massive intervention of Soviet 
airborne forces in Afghanistan a lit- 
tle over eight years ago. While con- 
siderable time has passed, it is im- 
portant to remember how the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan trans- 
formed American strategy globally 
and particularly in the Middle East. 

The invasion basically killed the 
administration's attempts to pre- 
serve detente, though Soviet adven- 
turism in Angola and the Horn of 
Africa had already taxed Washing- 
ton’s patience to a considerable ex- 
tent. The invasion also killed arms 
control: It assured that the Senate 


would refuse to ratify the SALT-2. 


treaty that the Carter administration 
had just negotiated. It is somewhat 
ironic that today just as the first 
Soviet units begin their withdrawal, 
the Senate has before it a new arms 
control agi eement -- the INF accord. 

The impact of the invasion on 
‘U.S. thinking regarding the Middle 
East was no jess profound. The Af- 
ghan crisis had come just a year 
after the U.S. lost its position in 
Iran. With the exception of Turkey. 
the entire mountain barrier in the 
‘northem Middle East, which had 
“contained” Soviet expansion since 
the beginning of the Cold War, ap- 
peared to be on the verge of 
coll . 

Moreover, the U.S. was far from 
being in the same sort of position 
that it was in 1946 when U.S. Presi- 
dent Harry Truman let Soviet leader 
Josef Stalin know that he preferred 
to see the Red Army out of northern 
Tran. The American nuclear monop- 
oly had long passed and in many 
categories of strategic weaponry, 
the Soviets had not only achieved 
parity but even superiority. 


MANY analysts at the time suggest- 
ed that the Soviet invasion of Af- 
ghanistan was actuaily the beginning 
of a Soviet master plan to take con- 
trol of the oil-rich Persian Gulf. The 
distance from the Iranian-Afghan 
border to the Straits of Hormuz was 
only 600 kilometres in contrast to 
more than 1,000 kilometres from the 
Soviet-Iranian border through the 
tortuous passes of the Zagros Moun- 
tains to Abadan at the head of the 
Persian Gulf. 

From advanced Afghani airbases 
at Herat or Shindand, it was as- 
sumed that Soviet tactical aviation 
could achieve air superiority over 
the lower Gulf, allowing for air- 
borne operations while longer-range 
Soviet bombers kept U.S. aircraft 
carriers back at a safe distance in the

came very real for American plan- 
ners in early 1980 when a large Sovi- 
et military exercise in the southern 
military districts of the USSR was 
misinterpreted by U.S. intelligence 
services as the beginning of a Soviet 
inyasion of Iran. 

At that time, the West was just 
emerging from its second ail price 
shock. There was no oil glut. The 
preponderence of Soviet military 
power in the Gulf region, even with- 
out an actual invasion of Iran, would 
have given the Soviets increased in- 
fluence over the principal source of 
energy of America’s Nato allies as 
well as of Japan. 

These developments understand- 
ably transformed American strategy 
regarding the Middle East. A new 
multi-service command was created 
in March 1980 known as the Rapid 
Deployment Joint Task Force, one 
of whose purposes was to plan ways 
of inserting American ground forces 
into the Middle East — just five years 


after the last American servicemen 
had left Southeast Asia. 

After having encouraged the Brit- 
ish to fiquidate their regional base 
structure in the 1950s, and after hav- 
ing given up its own bases in Libya 
and Saudi Arabia in the 1960s, the 
U.S. at the beginning of the 1980s 
began a scramble for new Middle 
Eastern military “facilities.” De- 
feace Department planners would 
have preferred to establish a pres- 
ence in Saudi Arabia but in the end 
settled for Oman, Somalia, and 
more distant Kenya. 

A similiar relationship was unsuc- 
cessfully attempted with Egypt. Lo- 
cal Islamic and Arab sensitivities 
prevented the emergence of large 
American military bases like those 
in the Philippines and in Western 
Europe. Much American equip- 
ment was pre-positioned in storage 


ships in the indian Ocean, and was 
to be married with American sol- 
diers flown into the Middle East 
from the continental United States. 

The Soviet invasion of Afghani- 
stan, in short, led to a sharpening of 
the strategic struggle between the 
superpowers over the entire Middle 
East. The struggle, moreover, did 
not involve the strengthening of 
proxy forces as in years past; it in- 
volved, at least from the American 
end, improving the. capacity of di- 
rect military intervention in order to 
counter what was presumed to be an 
enhanced direct Soviet military 
threat. 


BUT BEYOND the military devel- 
opments just reviewed, the invasion 
also altered American diplomacy in 
the Middie East as well. With this 
new mission of balancing the projec- 
tion of Soviet conventional power 
toward the Persian Guif, the impor- 
tance of the strategic component in 


the bilateral relationships between 
the U.S. and the states of the Mid- 
die East grew. 

This latter point cannot be over- 
stated. In previous years, when the 
deterrence of Soviet expansionism 
in the region was tied to the overall 
strategic nuclear balance, the U.S. 
did not need jocal allies for counter- 
ing Soviet military power. At the 
very beginning of the Cold War, the 
U.S. Air Force needed Middle East- 
ern bases for its early-generation, 
medium-range bombers (like the B- 
47), but that need passed with the 
introduction of intercontinental 
Tange weaponry.

Police raid Ramle casino after 
tipoffs from gamblers’ kin

“I can’t reveal the specifics, but 
let's just say that a lot of citizens 
came to us with information about 
the casino,” said Ido Shapira. depu- 
ty police chief for the coastal plain 
district. 

The raid. in which Ramle police 
joinea detectives from the district 
police and the Tel Aviv police's 
Morals Unit, was one of the largest 
gacubling busts in the country’s his- 
tory. according to the district police 
spokesman. 

Approximately $300,000 ~ in 
shekels and foreign currency - was 
seized from over a hundred gam- 
blers at roulette, blackjack and bac- 
carat tables and from a special bank 
that lent money to gamblers who ran 
Out of cash. 

The casino, located inconspicu- 


ously in a courtyard surrounded by 
auto repair shops, was decorated in 
classic Las Vegas style: dark walls, 
green baize tables and gaudy light 
fixtures. Unplayed blackjack hands, 
unfinished drinks and forgotten cig- 
arette boxes lay scattered on the 
floor yesterday, telling indicators 
that the police raid took the gam- 
blers by surprise. 

To detect unwanted visitors, the 
casino operators recently installed 
an elaborate closed-circuit TV secu- 
rity system and hired five armed 
guards. But the guards offered no 
tesistance when more than 50 po- 
licemen stormed the place at 2 a.m. 

Thirteen people were arrested 
and are to be charged with “con- 
ducting games οἵ chance." The po- 
lice may bring charges against the 
Tel Aviv security company that pro- 
vided the armed guards. Two broth- 
ers, David and Joseph Tisona, are 
the alleged brains of the operation 
and have been involved in similar 
ventures elsewhere in the country. 
the spokesman said. 

Neighbours said they knew noth- 
ing about the gambling joint. 


Planes follow Tudela’s travels

HAIFA ~ Six propeller-drives light 
planes from Spain descended on the 
little airfield here yesterday morn- 
ing to commemorate the travels of 
Benjamin of Tudela, “the Jewish 
Marco Polo of Navarre province.” 

The planes brought 22 enthusias- 
tic amateur aviators,: members of 
the Royal Fiying Club of Navarre. in 
northeast Spain. With another 30 


members who artived by regular air-. 


liner at Ben-Gurion Airport, they 
are retracing the steps of the famous 
12th-century Jewish traveller from 
Tudela, who is much admired in Na- 
vaire. 

They set out from Tudela last 
Sunday. and after seven stop-overs, 
arrived here from Cyprus. 

They will spend a week visiting 
Haifa, Acre, Galilee - including 
the Rosh Pina airfield -- Jerusalem 


and Masada. 

Their flight is under the patronage 
of the Spanish Crown Prince, the 
Prince of Asturias, and one of the 
flyers is Jewish. They are all paying 
their own way, but the fuel was do- 
nated by a large Spanish oil 
company. 

The president of the club. Jorge 
Sarassa, a flying enthusiast who is 
also head of the Spain-Israel Friend- 
ship League. told reporters on arriv- 
al “for us Benjamin of Tudela is like 
Marco Polo.

We want to improve relations with 
your country.” 


ON THE TWO issues of greatest 
concer to Israel and the American 
Jewish community — the Soviet atti- 
tude toward Israel, and Jewish emi- 
gration — there also appears to be 
some modest but stil! important 
movement. 

In recent months, larger numbers 
of Soviet Jews have finally been per- 
mitted to emigrate. There also has 
been some slight easing of the re- 
strictions on Jews practising their 
religion and studying Hebrew. 

Many Soviet Jewry activists in the 
U.S. are hopeful of even greater 
progress in the months ahead, but 
they insist that the tough pressure 
campaign must be maintained. That 
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was why they are convening in Hel- 
sinki this weekend -- to remind ev- 
eryone of the Soviet Jewry issue. 
Reagan has promised to raise this 
issue with Gorbachev. 

U.S. officials so far have been 
impressed by Soviet actions. In- 
deed, there already is considerable. 
back-room talk in Washington of 
offering the Soviets greater trade 
and credit concessions -- restricted 
under the 1974 Jackson-Vanik 
“freedom of emigration” Amend- 
ment -- if the Soviets continue to 
ease the plight of Soviet Jewry. 
Since the Kremlin is seen in Wash- 
ington as very anxious to win such 
commercial benefits, there is guard- 
ed optimism about continued 


progress. 


U.S. AND ISRAELI officials have. 
also seen some modification of the 
Soviet attitude toward Israel, espe- 
cially in this week's announcement 
that Israeli consular officials are to 
be allowed to visit Moscow in the 
coming weeks -- the first time Israeli 

- diplomats will be officially received 
in the Soviet Union since the 1967 
Six-Day War. 

Soviet spokesman have hinted 
broadly that a full restoration of dip- 
lomatic relations with Israel would 
be assisted by the convening of an 
international peace conference to 
resolve the Arab-Israeti conflict. 


PERES TOLD JEWISH leaders 
during his recent visit to New York 
that his discussions with the Soviets 
in the previous month had been “‘re- 
freshing and of a kind we have not 
experienced for some time.” 

American policymakers, includ- 
ing Secretary of State George 
Shultz, remain more sceptical.

its end is near, Established at the dawn of 
modern Zionism, when the main health 
challenges were malaria and maloutri- 
tion, the system ~ with its multi-million- 
dollar healing machines — is nevertheless 
unable to adapt its obsolete structure to 
the needs of today and tomorrow. Unless 
itis reincarnated in a streamlined form, it 
really has no future. 

Those who claim that the problem is 
mainly a matter of money are dead 
wrong; it is the malformed structure of 
the public health system that is to blame. 
There is no contradiction between an 
“egalitarian” health system. such as de- 
manded by Health Minister Shoshana 
Avsbeli-Almoslino and the Histadrut, and 
ἃ streamlining of the system by granting 
near-autonomy to the directors of each 
hospital. 

But in order to cure the disease, g00d- 
will is needed from the political establish- 
ment, which is reluctant to act if it means 
major administrative surgery. The Likud 
Party rather enjoys the fact that the La- 
bour movement is down with 
such problems in the hospitals and in the 
Labour controlled Health Ministry as 
well. 

Former Labour Party health minister 
Mordechai Gur didn't bother trying to 
forge 2 revolution in the system; his suc- 
cessor, Shoshana Arbeli-Almostino, has 
tried but lacks the political clout to push 
it through. Only the near collapse and 
bankruptcy of the hospital system and the 
intervention of President Chaim Herzog 
have forced the political forces to consid- 
er action.

v MANY KNESSET 
members will find 
no niche in the 
country’s history 
when it comes to 

the development of health services. 
But one former MK, a deputy 
speaker in the ninth Knesset, Pin- 
chas Sheinman (National Religious 
Party) rues the reason why he will 
long be remembered. 

Sheinman, also former chairman 
of the Tel Aviv Religious Council, 
won fame when he declared that 
Kaesset members deserved free and 
unlimited medical care without 
waiting in line, at the taxpayer's ex- 
pense, because they constitute “an 
elite." 

By dropping that clanger, Shein- 
man unwittingly knocked a nail in 
the coffin of privilege which had as- 
sured hundreds of Israelis unre- 
stricted health services at no cost to 
themselves for many years -- merely 
because they were the ones who 
made the rules for themselves. That 
privileged class drastically shrank in 
1986. But it still exists in a very 
reduced form. 

The Animal Farm anomaly -- 
whereby all Israelis deserve to be 
healthy, but some deserve to be 
healthier than others - came into 
being in 1953, when the late Yosef 
Serlin was minister of health for the 
General Zionists (later Liberals who 
eventually joined the Likud). Like 
Sheinman, Serlin was a.deputy 
speaker of the Knesset. Unlike 
Sheinman, he kept his mouth shut, 
and distributed his largesse in 
secret. 

Conventional wisdom has it 
that, for ideological reasons, Serlin 
took a dim view of health services 
dispensed through the Labour 
movement's Histadrut. Socialized 
medicine was against his Liberal 
principles. At the same time. Sertin 
knew that private medicine was out- 
rageously costly, even in those Spar- 
tan days. 

The optimal solution, he held. 
was state health care which he knew 
he could never achieve because of 
the opposition of Mapai. But in 
order to convince all his cabinet col- 
leagues -- Labour, General Zionists 
and National Religious Party alike - 
that state health care was a fine 
idea, conventional wisdom suggests, 
perhaps unkindly, that Serlin decid- 
ed to begin with the opinion-shapers 
themselves.

An insured person may consult 
any doctor anywhere in the country. 
He may even consult three, four or 
five doctors if he is not satisfied with 
the original diagnosis. He will have 
to pay the full Fr&5 ($15) doctor's 
fee, of which Sociat Security will 
reimburse him for two thirds. 

Doctors are divided into three 
categories by Social Security. Close 
to 80 per cent are in the first catego- 
ty, which charges Fr85 per consulta- 
tion. The second category (20 per 
cent) is for the specialists who are 
allowed to charge between Fr100- 
‘Fr400 (518-270). Here too, Social 
Security refunds two thirds of the 
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The third category (less than 0.5 
per cent) is for those doctors who 
are not part of the Social Security 
system. They may charge whatever 
they want, but the patient will be 
refunded only Fr4 ($0.70). 

Doctors in the first category have 
two thirds of their own socia} securi- 
ty contributions covered by Sociai 
Secirity. Those in the second and 
third category have to cover their 
own contributions in full. 

A patient hospitalized with severe 
illness or for surgery, has a choice 
between the public and the private 
sector of a hospital. If he chooses 
the public sector, hospitalization has 
to be at the nearest hospital. All 
expenses will be covered by Social 
Security, except Fr25 ($4.5) a day 
for minor surgery. 

For hospitalization in the private 
sector, the patient will have to foot 
the entire bill and he will only be 
refunded according to the tariff of 
the public hospitat nearest his home. 

Every foreigner legally working in 
France is together with’ his family 
entitled to Social Security benefits.

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Cracks in U.S. services 


“J DON'T think 

we'd let people get 

hit by a truck, lie in 

the street and bleed 

to death in the 
U.S.. but anything that’s less dra- 
matic could slip through the cracks 
[of the health care service]. The 
Stark assessment by Eli Ginzberg, a 
medical economist at Columbia 
University, is seconded by sociolo- 
gist Howard Freeman, who is wor- 
Tied about the durability of the 
“safety net" promised by President 
Reagan to protect the health and 
welfare of the poor. 

“There are holes in the health 
care safety net, and as people fail 
through, the holes are getting larg- 
er,” says Freeman, chairman of the 
sociology department at UCLA. 

Freeman headed an authoritative 
study published last year which as- 
sessed the state of American health 
care in 1986 and compared the re- 
sults to a similar survey in 1982. In 
this short four-year interval, access 
to medical care for many poor. mi- 
nority and uninsured Americans de- 
creased substantially and, if any- 
thing, matters have worsened since, 
says Freeman. 

While most of the 10,100 Ameri- 
cans interviewed are satisfied with 
their medical care and consider 
themselves to be in good health, 
many of the gains of the last two 
decades have been reversed. Specif- 
ically, the survey showed: 

O More than 38 million Americans — 
16 per cent of the population -- re- 
ported needing health care, but had 
difficulty obtaining it. In most of the 
cases, the obstacle was financial. 
O About one million Americans 
were turned away at doctor's offices 
or hospitals because they could not 
afford treatment. 

O Many pregnant women did not 
receive much of the care they need- 
ed. Fifteen per cent received no pre- 
natal care during the first three 
months of pregnancy; for low-in- 
come women, the figure was 30 per 
cent; for Hispanic women, 27 per 
cent. 

O More than 40 per cent of Ameri- 
cans with serious symptoms, such as 
Joss of consciousness or chest pains, 
did not contact a physician: for the 
uninsured, the figure was 67 per 
cent. 

O The proportion of Americans 
who did not visit a doctor in the year 
before the survey increased from 19 
per cent in 1982 to 33 per cent in 
1986. More than 40 million people — 
17.7 per cent of Americans -- say 
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they have no regular physicians, 
clinic or hospital, compared win 11 
per cent in 1982. 

© Some of the most striking declines 
in access to health care have oc- 
curred among Hispanics, even 
among those with health insurance. 
The percentage of Hispanics report- 
ing no regular source of care tripled 
from 10 to 30 per cent since 1982. 
Twenty per cent of Hispanics report 
themselves to be in fair or poor 
health, and one in five is uninsured. 
O Twenty per cent of Americans 
with hypertension did not have their 
blood pressure checked in a year; 
for blacks and Hispanics, the figure 
climbs to 30 per cent. 

O Thirty eight per cent of the popu- 
lation did not visit a dentist during 
the year; for low-income people, the 

figure is 57 per cent; for blacks, 50 
per cent: for Hispanics, 47 per cent. 


Particularly shocking has been the 
decline in care for the uninsured. a 
group representing about 18 per 
cent of the population of the U.S.. 
and almost 22 per cent in California. 

The decline can be attributed to a 
number of complex factors, includ- 
ing the changing economy which has 
disrupted employee health plans as 
workers shift jobs, and the rise of 
private, cost-conscious health main- 
tenance organizations. 

But experts put most of the blame 
on the cutbacks in federal health 
programmes in the early months of 
the Reagan administration, fol- 
lowed by similar belt-tightening by 
state, county and city governments. 

Underlying all is the “structural 
problem,” which means that the 
U.S., alone among major industrial- 
ized nations, has no unified national 
policy guaranteeing access to health 
care, says Columbia's Ginzberg. In- 
stead, there is a system of mostly 
employer-paid private insurance 
and underfunded government pro- 
grammes for the elderly and the 


very poor.

The Post’s Benny Morris interviews lawyer Felicia Langer 


Coniroversial crusader 


“AS THERE IS little in common 
between martial music and music, so 
there is little in common between 
military justice and justice,” says 
Felicia Langer of Israeli justice in 
the occupied territories, quoting 
Clemenceau. 

Langer, 57, a leading member of 
the Israel} Communist Party, has 
been defending Arabs in the mili- 
tary courts in the territories since 
1967. She knows the courts, and the 
Jordanian Jaw that prevails in them. 

“It was always bad, because it was 
a military system with a certain func- 
tion, to uphold the occupation, 1 
have always been critical of it. But 
in the past it was possible to man- 
age. one could bring certain things 
to the light of day. But the intifada, 
and the mass arrests. trials and ad- 
ministrative detentions. have de- 
prived it of any possibility of 
functioning. 

“Everything bas become massive 
(hamoni); we have become a Great 
Power in terms of detentions,” she 
says, referring to the over 6,000 
or 7,000 Arabs under arrested the 
start of the uprising last December. 

“The system is simply unable to 
cope. Un Suasnov [the IDF advo- 
cate general, who recently defended 
the system on Israel Television] sim- 
ply doesn’t know what is going on,” 
she claims. 


LANGER AND OTHER - mostly 
Arab ~ lawyers who defended Arabs 
in the territories after the mass ar- 
rests went on strike for ἃ month. 

“But we saw that this did no 
good, so we returned to work. At 
one time, they used to bring prison- 
ers to court in vans; now they bring 
them in buses. The courts are like 
railway stations or markets. Dozens 
of prisoners dont appear when 
scheduled, or often, when they 
come, the prosecution witnesses 
don’t arrive. So the prisoners are 
sent back to jail. 

“The military courts almost never 
agree to grant bail, so people sit for 
months without trial. And when bail 
is granted, the sums required are 
astronomical. In Israel) proper, such 
prisoners would certainly be granted 
bail.” 


She speaks continuously of the 
“double standards” that character- 
ize Israeli justice — in Israel proper 
and in the territories. She points to 
the courts’ lenient decisions regard- 
ing the soldiers who buried Arabs 
alive in Kafr Salem, the four soldiers 
filmed beating an Arab with a stone 
in a Nablus suburb, and the settler 
who shot dead an Arab girl in Ra- 
fiah. “All were released on bail.” 

She says that when she declares, 
‘in court, that there are two systems 

"ΟΥ̓ standards of justice here, “the 

~-judges don’t even'react. They don’t 
shout or become indignant. It is as if 
they are silently agreeing with me. 
Under the impact of the intifada,the 
system has completely lost its 
sensitivity.” 


LANGER IS ON guard throughout 
the interview: every thought and 
sentence is carefully weighed. At 
times she says: “No, strike out that 
last paragraph, I can’t say that.” 

She wants to feave no opening for 
the courts, which have often treated 
ber with a measure of animosity, to 
chastise or prosecute her for con- 
tempt or worse. She is particularly 
careful in speaking about the closed- 
down left-wing weekly, Derech 
Hanitzotz, whose editors -- some of 
whom she represents -- are being 
tried for security offences, including 
membership in a terrorist 
organization. 

The intifada, she believes, has also 
had an impact on the judicial system 
within Israel. She argues that the 
civil courts have begun to act, in 
some ways. like the military courts 
in the territories. “The granting or 
non-granting of bail is one of the 
signs. While in previous years the 
courts in Israel were also harsh 
when it came to cases involving na- 
tional security. today they have be- 
come even more difficult.”

“There is a danger that the courts 
will now make a new distinction. 
Until now, they have distinguished 
between Jews and Arabs. The pro- 
cess is leading to a distinction be- 
tween left-wing and right-wing pris- 
oners. The day is not far off when 
Israeli left-wingers will bé charged 
with incitement or worse. The pro- 
cess is a natural one. The left pro- 
tests against discriminatory punish- 
ment and criticizes the courts. The 
system will react.” 

She expects that “journalists will 
also be assailed, because the av- 
thorities hate true coverage of what 
is happening in the territories. They 
would like to see the territories her- 
metically sealed.” The threat of 
charges of incitement or other of- 
fences against journalists “is a deter- 
Tent to reporting properly from the 
territories. It is not enough to close 
off the territories; they must also 
make the reporters shut up.” 

The intifada has also ‘*exported™ 

to ‘Israel from the territories the 
practice of administrative detention, 
she claims. There are some 2,000 
such detainees in the territories to- 
day, she says. “For many years, 
there were no such detainees in Isra- 
el. Now. again, there are.” 


FOR LANGER, THE intifada is “a 
sincere expression of national resis- 
tance to oppression.”* But it also has 
had more personal consequences for 
her. 

For years she was largely ignored 
by the Israeli and world media. Now 
she is a frequently quoted observer 
and protagonist. And recent events 
have shown “that much of what I 
argued and charged during the past 
two decades was correct. Many 
more people now know that I spoke 
the truth.” 

She refers particularly to the re- 
peated mini-trials (mishpetet zuta), 
in which she tried to undermine evi- 
dence and confessions extracted by 
the General Security Service from 
Arab prisoners by claiming they 
were the result of duress and tor- 
ture. Almost invariably, the courts 
dismissed and the press poh-poohed 
her contentions. 

“Now a judicial commission of 
inquiry has determined that for 16 
years, the GSS lied. I have been 
proven right."” 

The problem of living among peo- 
ple who dislike or loathe her has 
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“But Israelis are now beginning to 
relate to me differently,” she says, 
with obvious pleasure. Her legitimi- 
zation in the eyes of the Israeli pub- 
lic began with the Lebanon war, she 


asserts. 

“I think my unpopularity stems 
from a misunderstanding of my mo- 
tives and from ignorance. St doesn't 
bother me that I am not liked by 
those who are racist, and intolerant. 
I want people to realize that for 
years I have been trying to build a 
bridge of understanding between 
the two peoples. : 

“My lack of popularity is a func- 
tion of the understanding or lack of 
it of the Palestinian problem. The 
better it is understood, and the 
greater the readiness to recognize 
Palestinian rights, the better will be 
the attitude towards me.” 


WHEREAS IN THE past, cases 
handled by Langer attracted little 
attention, the intifada has linked her 
to incidents that have preoccupied 
the public for weeks on end. 

She is representing Munira 
Daoud, the pregnant 21-year-old 
mother of two from the Samarian 
village of Beita who threw the stone 
at Romam Aldubji that shattered the 
settler's skull before his rifle weot 
off and apparently shot and killed 
16-year-old Tirza Porat of Eilon 
Moreh. Shortly before, Aldubi had 
shot dead Daoud's brother. Munira 
was arrested on April 6 and has 
been in prison, without being 
charged , ever since. Her house was 
blown up. 

“Here is a clear case of double 
standards,” says Langer.“Munira, 
who was still breast-feeding her 
baby when arrested, should have re- 
ceived bail. 1 dare anyone to tell me 
that a Jew or settler in similar cir- 
cumstances would have been sub- 
jected to such protracted 
detention.” 

Langer repeatedly applied for bail 
for her client. 

“The first time, the application 
was not heard by the judge because 
Munira's ID-card number had been 
omitted. The second application 
was to have taken place last Tues- 
day. but the prison authorities in- 
formed the court the previous day 
that they would not be able to bring 
Munira because of the holiday - Id 
el-Fitr. But then they did manuge to 
bring her to court, without inform- 
ing me, so that she shouldn’t have 
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benefit of defence counsel - to avoid 
me — in order to extend her remand. 
Twice they have extended her re- 
mand with no lawyer present.” 


LANGER HAS complained about

OVER THE YEARS, Felicia Lang- 
er has published several books, in 
Hebrew, Arabic and English. In two 
months The Stone Age will appear in

This consists of extracts from-her 
diaries since the late 1970s. On 
April 9, 1979, she j down: 
“Stones of different sizes lie at the 
edge of the road... They have taken 
our homeland, they trample on our 
dignity, they lock away and kill our 
children. But the stones remain and 
they are plentiful, and as Jong as 
there are hands to hari 
them, there will be no quiet here.” 

Langer was born in Tarmov, Po- 
fand, in 1930. She grew up in a 
bourgeois Jewish family, her father 
being a doctor of law and econom- 
ics. He died soon after World War 


II, and her mother immigrated to - 


Israel. Langer joined her in 1949. . 

“Why did I becoming a Communist? I 
suppose it was tbe war and the strug- 
gle against Fascism and the victory.

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Palestinian prisoners at the 


A NEW SOCIETY is being cre- 
ated among Palestinians as a re- 
sult of the uprising in the West 
Bank and Gaza District. It is not 
the visible community of Paies- 
tinians in towns, villages and ref- 
ugee camps, but a community of 
prisoners living in detention cen- 
tres, far from the public eye. 
This community is i 


The mass arrests carried out in 
an attempt to break the intifada 
have brought the number of 
jailed Palestinians to more than 
5,000, including close to 2,000 
administrative detainees. 

These; dlong with about 4,500 
prisoners held before the start of 
the uprising, form a community 
of nearly 10,000 Palestinians liv- 
ing behind bars, out of some 1.4 
million in the administered terti~ 
tories. 

The prisoners represent a 
broad spectrum of Palestinian 
society — males aged 14 and up, 
journalists, lawyers, students 
and teachers, as well as mer- 
chants and labourers. The prison- 
ers include eight women, includ- 
ing the two first female 
administrative detainces. 

- Those arrested during the up- 
rising are suspected of security 
offences ranging from throwing 
stones and participating in dis- 


turbances, to.membership in ille- : 
gal organizations and. involve- . 


ment in armed attacks. 

The administrative detainees 
are held without charges or trial 
— suspected activists who are not 
brought to court, on the grounds 
that their trial would involve ex- 


posure of sensitive sources of in- ~ 


formation. Their detention is 
supposed to be a speedy preven- 
tive measure used to avert an 
immediate security threat. 
According to Knesset Member 
Dedi Zucker (Citizens Rights 
Movement), who has been moni- 
toring administrative detentions, 
0.5 per cent of all men over 18 in 
the administered territories are 
being held without trial. Zucker 
estimates that 1,900 are being 
held, as compared with the 60 to 
70 persons who were in adminis- 
trative detention at any one time 
in the period preceding the 
uprising, ᾿ 
The administrative detentions 
and other arrests have become 


. the authorities’ key tool in physi- 


cally removing from the streets 
persons suspected of being the 
generals and soldiers of the inti- 
fada. The jure for such de- 
tention was simplified in March, 
allowing lower-level officers to 
issue the orders, and lifting the 
requirement of judicial review of 
the detention order. 

All this has led to the creation 
of a large new community of Pal- 
estinians whose conditions of life 
have been only meagerly docu- 
mented, as compared with the 
much heavier coverage of Paies- 
tinjans in the towns, villages and 
refugee camps of the West Bank 
and Gaza District. 


WHAT IS LIFE like in the new 
detention centres set up by the 
IDF? The new facilities are not 
open to the press, and doubts 
have been raised about the credi- 
bility of the small number of ac- 


- counts given by former prisoners 


to the news media. 

In recent weeks, however, sev- 
erai reports on conditions in the 
centres have been issued by 
Knesset Members Zucker and 
Gad Yatziv (Mapam), and by the 
Palestinian human rights group, 
Al Haq (Law in the Service of 
Man), which is the West Bank 
affiliate of the International 
Commission of Jurists. The re- 
ports by the MKs have been 
based on visits to the prisons and 
interviews with detainees, and 
Al Haq's report is the product of 
eyewitness reports collected by 
its staff from prisoners and for- 
mer detainees, verified and con- 
firmed by comparing severat sep- 
arate accounts. 

The reports cover conditions 
at two of the most widely publi- 
cized detention centres: the one 
at Dhahiriya south of Hebron, 
and the one at Ketziot in the 
Negev, not far from the Egyptian 
border. 

(Other IDF detention centres 
are at Far'a near Nablus, Atlit,

, For five weeks Muakket was held 
in the overcrowded Russian Com- 
pound lockup with other minors. 
Although it ts usual for detainees 
awaiting trial to be removed to pris- 
On, Rosenthal felt that it would be 
better for the youth to remain in 
Jerusalem close to his family. How- 
ever during that time, Muakket se- 
mor told The Post, he saw his son 
only twice, each time for about five 
Minutes. The first time, the police 
did not permit him to send anything 
tn to his son; the second time, they 
agreed to hand over a change of 
clothes and some fit to the youth. 

Rosenthal confirmed that young 
Muakker’s first meeting with his 
family took place 18 days after his 
arrest. He commented that family 
visits are routinely prevented in the 
intitial period of detention for 20 
apparent reason. He added that at 
the end of the 20th century he could 
See no justification “other than 
sheer malice” for keeping families 
from visiting youths who may be no 
More than 15 years of age and for 
making detainees remain. without 
any change of clothing whatever, 
especially in this bot weather, for 
weeks. 

The frequent beatings mentioned 
by Muakket senior, said Rosenthal, 
probably referred to rough treat- 
ment in the course of the very fre- 
quent searches for drugs to which 
the detainees are subjected. “I pre- 
fer to believe that this is the expla- 
nation," he commented. 

Two and ἃ half weeks ago, Muak- 


ket was transferred to the Tel Mond: ἢ 


Prison -- a fact of which his lawyer 
was apparently unaware until his tri- 
al, which came up this week. 

During the hearing in the Jerusa- 
jem District Court on Tuesday, in

“Other minors, residents of the ad-

Their 
families may spend frmitless days, 
even weeks, inquiring after them, 
coming to the military detention 
centres, police stations or prisons in 
hope of catching a glimpse of their 
sons, or lodging enquiries with the 
Civil Administration or with one of 
the civil- or human-rights groups 
constantly being approached. 


. A person apprehended in the 


course of, or following, a demon- 
stration or violent incident may be 
taken to a police lockup, then, after 
a few days. shipped off to one of the 
main military detention centres, 
sach as Dahariya, where he may 
spend days or weeks before being 
arraigned and charged.

EVERYTHING indicates that the 
IDF is finding it difficult to cope 
with the gargantuan task of process- 
ing the large numbers of detainees: 
now over 5,000, made up of 1,900 
administrative detainees, including 
minors, and 3,100 awaiting (rial. In 
addition, there are 4,500 detained 
before the disturbances began, mak- 
ing a total of 10,000 according to 
figures published by Zucker in his 
most recent report. 


Procedures such as notifying the 
families of people arrested, permit- 
*ting them to see a lawyer and re- 
ceive regular visits often go by the 
board. 

In his report, Zucker called the 
extent of information on detainees 
“far below any acceptable stan- 

In theory, the IDF is responsible 
for informing families about detain- 
ees’ whereabouts. But the military 
spokesman initially told The Post 
that the IDF did not, in fact, have to 
notify families of detainees and was 
obliged only to inform the Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC) within 12 days of an arrest. 
Yet, according to a military order 
signed on February 3 by OC Central 
Command Aluf Amram Mitzna, 
which went into effect immediately, 
the military authorities have to no- 
tify relatives of detainees without 
delay. 


Later, the spokesman acknowl- 
edged that this was indeed the case. 
He pointed out that even if families 
are not notified, they may apply to 
the Civil Administration for infor- 
mation. The IDF, he emphasized, 
has no interest whatever in conceal- 
ing detainees’ whereabouts. 


“WE'RE TURNING into a miss- 

ing-persons bureau,” complained 

Yehoshua Schoffman, legal director 

of the Association for Civil Rights in 

Israel (Acri). Since the Palestinian 

uprising started last December, 

Acri’s office has been handling up to 

five or six cases a week of requesis 

from families to trace kin presumed 

detained by the military authorities. 

Of this group, many -- Schoffman 

was not sure how many ~ are under. 
18 years of age. “When we are ap- 
proached by families seeking some- 
one, we are given names and identi- 
ty numbers, not necessarily the 
age,” he said. “If the people cun- 
cerned are under 16 they may not 
have their own ID card, and this 
makes tracing them particularly 
difficult.” 


When Schoffman and other Acri 
representatives visited the Farali de- 
tention facility recently, he said. 
“we were pounced on by everyone, 
from age 16 upwards, and bombard- 
ed with requests to get word to their 
families, who had no idea whether 
they were dead or alive. Three of 
the kids we saw there were aged 14- 
16.” 

Although Acri had been instru- 
mental in securing for detainees the 
Tight to see a lawyer and have their 
families informed of their where- 
abouts, it seems that the IDF is rou- 
tinely disregarding its own rulings 
on the subject. "Ου; impression is 
that the situation has simply over- 
whelmed the army,” says Schoff- 
man. 

As proof, he cites the fact that 
whereas in the past the Civil Admin- 
istration’s legal adviser at Beit-E! — 
whom he praised highly for her ef- 
forts — had managed answered que- 
ries within 24-48 hours, it now takes 
at least a week. 

The Ramalfah-based human- 
rights organization, Al-Haq, has 
had even less luck in its attempts to 
trace detainees. Its field coordina- 
tor, Khaled Basrawi, said it can take 
more than a month to get replies to 
their inquiries from the Civil Ad- 
ministration. “We cannot give the 
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families any help," he admitted. 

“Hectic.” was the word Paul 
Grossrieder, head of the local dele- 
gation of the ICRC, used to describe 
his relations with the military au- 
thorities. “We are unable to give 
proper and accurate information to 
the families of detainees. The 
ICRC is supposed to receive notifi- 
cation of detainees 12 days after ar- 
rest — they may be visited after the 
14th day. But Grossrieder reported: 
“We sometimes receive notification 
before that time, sometimes after- 
wards or not at all. He did not 
know how many of the hundreds of 
cases handled by the ICRC involve 
minors. 


THE MAIN PROBLEMS pinpoint- 
ed by observers, aside from locating 
detainees and putting them in touch 
with their families, are the primitive 
physical conditions in which detain- 
ees are held and the often harsh 
methods of interrogation, which are 
usually conducted by General Secu- 
rity Services personnel in conjunc- 
tion with local military personnel. 

The report issued by the DCI sub- 
committee spoke of overcrowding, 
inconsistency in separating the older 
from the younger detainees, insuffi- 
cient excercise time and time to visit 
toilets and showers, filthy mattress- 
es, no change of clothing, absence of 
reading matter — including the Ko- 
ran - and educational activity. 

Commenting on the report, the 
military spokesman said: “None of 
this is new. We are well aware of the 
situation and are taking steps to deal 
with it.” 

One member of the DCI subcom- 
mittee, Professor Leslie Sebba, who 
heads the Hebrew University’s In- 
stitute of Criminology, said that 
conditions for minors in the military 
centres are “indescribably bad.” 

In contrast, the prisons to which 
minors convicted of an offence are 
sent, and which are under Israeli 
law, are, he said, “far more human 
and organized.” Sebba said the DCI 
subcommittee will be issuing a re- 
port on the situation of minors in the 
jails. 

Minots are quartered separately 
from adults, though it has been 
Pointed out that owing to the politi- 
cal motivation of the detainees, 
there do not seem to be the prob- 
lems — abuse and victimization — 
usually associated with quartering 
adults and younger prisoners 
together. 

The worst feature of the treat- 
ment of convicted offenders, said 
Sebba, was the inconsistency of the 
system. Minors from the adminis- 
tered territories between the ages of 
14 and 16, for instance, could re- 
ceive sentences of one to three years 
for stone throwing, with no right of 
appeal. For Jerusalemites, on the 
other hand, he said, “there exists a 
mechanism for sorting things out on 
appeal.” 

The Prisons Service spokesman 
told The Post that there were 180 
under-18s, mostly 16- and 17-year- 
olds, in the Ashkelon, Hebron. Tel 
Mond and Nablus jails, The average 
jail sentence, he said, was nine 
months to one year. He did not 
know the age of the youngest in- 
mate, but Horowitz mentioned a 
prisoner of 1544 in the Hebron jail. 

Fortnightly visits of up to one 
hour are permitted. involving either 
two adults and two children or three 
adults and one child. 


THE VAST MAJORITY of the de- 
tainees do not reach the compara- 
tively more orderly and humane ha- 
ven of the Prisons Service. They are, 
said Zucker, “prisoners without tri- 
al" — whose situation is similar to 
that of administrative detainees. “It 
is not the army but the system that 
abuses these detainees,” argued 
Zucker, “Ἱ fear the long-term effects 
on the thousands of individuals who 
have undergone these experiences — 
and in the case of minors, the effects 
can be expected to be greater. 

“With all the pain and sorrow one 
feels when hearing of a case like that 
of Amar 58 1 Muakket,” continued 
Zucker, ‘I’m afraid that he is no 
exception to thousands of similar 
cases -- the absence of a proper 
source of information, hearings that 
drag on from month to month, the 
transfer from one place to another. 
You might call it a typically banal 
story.”

" from young men in the 
nearby cherry orchard 
L that belongs to Kibbutz 
Ramat Rahel: The 
: shouts grew louder, 
E breaking the silence that 
: ysually envelopes the 
. place. As he approached 
BRENT: the backyard fence, he 
saw two kibbutzniks in blue workclothes 
hitting two young Arab boys un their 
heads with pieces of wood. Bardin asked 
them to stop and they told him to mind his 
own business. 

Hillel warned them that if they did not 
stop, he would call the police. They said 
that the young boys, who live in the 
neighbouring village of Sur Bahir, had 
trespassed on their property by bringing 
a flock of sheep into their orchard. 

While the kibbutzniks were talking, 
they stopped hitting the boys. They 
explained to him that Sur Bahir 
shepherds had trespassed an their 
property repeatedly. and this time they 
wanted to teach them a lesson so the 
trespassing and the damage done to the 
orchard would stop once and for all. 

Despite the explanation, Hillel Bardin 
called the police. When the policemen 
arrived, they arrested the Arab 
shepherds for trespassing and did nothing 
to the kiboutzniks who had taken the law 
into their own hands. That was Hillel's 
first meeting with residents from the 
neighbouring Arab village. 

His second meeting with Sur Bahir 
was some months later. His son’s bicycle 
had been stolen and a Jewish neighbour 
suggested talking to Sur Bahir’s mukhtar, 
Khades Dabash. Bardin went to the 
mukhtar's house and told him about the 
missing bicycle. The mukhtar said that 
he thought he knew who had stolen the 
bicycle: “There are two boys from the 
Hebron area who live here with their 
relatives, and I think they have stolen 
your bicycle,” he said. 

The next morning, the mukhtar 
telephoned Hillel and told him that he 
thought he knew where the bicycle was. 
He said that he might be able to return it 
the following day. A day later, the 
mukhtar brought the bicycle by taxi, 
explaining to Hillel that the two boys 
from the Hebron area had already 
managed to sell the bicycle to someone 
in Shuafat, north of Jerusalem, and that 
he had somehow succeeded in getting it 
back. 

Up to this point the relations of Hillel 
Bardin and the village of Sur Bahir could 
be described as a tale of a returning a 
favour. But this is just the beginning of the 
amazing story of the relationship 
between Hillel and the village. For Bardin 
has an overwhelming curiousity about 
people. He likes to get involved in 
projects designed to increase 
understanding between peoples and is 
commitied to helping the weak. 


iliel Bardin was born in Haifa 52 
years ago. When he was four years 
old, his parents left the country for 


the U.S. His father, Shlomo Bardin, . 


had come to Eretz- Yisrael in 1919 
from Russia and was a well-known teacher 
in Haifa where he established the Naval 
Cadets Training School. His mother came 
to this country from the U.S. during the 
20s. 

His father established the Brandeis 
Institute (an adult education centre) in 
California, but as Hillel says “They - 
always thought of themselves as residents 
of Eretz Yisrael. My father had tried to 
return to this country in 1945, but he - 
decided that since he belonged to no 
party. he would be unable to get a senior 

t in education. He retumed to the 
U.S. where the institute he headed was at ° 
the peak of its success.” “ 

After completing his university studies 
in sociology and computer sciences in New 
York, Hillel and his wife Anita (they got 
married in 1964) were involved in civil 
rights activities in Mississippi. There they 
worked in a black kindergarten for some 
months after which they went to Israel 
for a couple of years, fulfilling Hilles’s dream 
to retum to the land where he was born. 

Anita Bardin came to Israel then only 
because her husband was 50 desperate to 
return. Zionism was not the reason that 
brought her here. 

After the Six Day War they retumed 
to the U.S., and in 1971 they finally 
decided to settle in Jerusalem. Anita 
Bardin, an American trained social 
warker, now serves as an executive at a 
Jerusalem private institute dealing with 
social work. ‘ 

None of their Jewish civil rights 
activists friends have made aliya — they 
have stayed in the United States, not 
even visiting this country. But Hillel felt 
that he must live in Israel out of true 
Zionist feelings. He is the head of the 
computer research and development 
department at the Hebrew University in 
Serusalem.- 

At first, he appears to be operating 
under different rules, to be living in a 
more naive and kinder word. But jater, 
one notes his determination and realizes 
how this resolve can triumph and open 
doors in our crue! world. 

In the Talpiot and Arona. 
neighbourhoods, people call him “the 
jogger,” since he jogs from his house to 
the Hebrew University Givat Ram campus 
every moming, rain or shine. 

He is active in many fields. Besides his

nt Hillel came to see the 
toukhtar of Sur Bahir for the 
Second time, more than two 
years ago, the mukhtar asked him: 
“What did they steal from you 
this time?” Bat that time he had come to 


- offer his help to the village. He told the’ 


mukhbtar that be had seen JNF people 
uprooting olive trees near the village and 
planting other trees instead. He added 
that he thought this was unjust, and he 
wanted to offer his and other Jewish 
neighbours’ belp against the uprooting of 
the olive trees... ἶ 
The mukhtar was astonished. 
Relations between his village and the 
Jewish neighbourhood were never more 
than coof. Women from the village work 
as cleaning women for the housewives of 
Talpiot and Arnona, and some Sur Bahir 
men work there in construction.

All of a sudden this Jew came to offer 
help. It seémed more than strange to the 
mukhtar at the beginning, but later he 
Shale that Hillel reafly meant what he 
said. 

Bardin organized a group of 
neighbours from Talpiot, East Talpiot and 
Arnona, from all points of the political 
spectrum, to fight the government's 
decision to carry out a 1971 
expropriation order on more than 400 
dunams belonging to the village in order 
to lay out a park for the East Talpiot 
tesidents. : 

Sur Bahir residents regard taking'this 
land as akin to stealing the shirt off a dead 
man’s back since most of their land was 
expropriated in the early 1970s and the 
only land they had jeft was the 400 
dunams (that land was also to be 
expropriated in 1971, but the decision 
was never implemented). The sew 
neighbourhood of East Talpiot was 
established mostly on Sur Bahir's land. 

Hillel was the main activist working 
against the uprooting of the trees and the 
carrying out of the expropriation order. 
The group organized a demonstration of 
both Jews and Arabs from the 
neighbourhood against the government's 
decision, in which Mayor Teddy Kollek 
participated and evea spoke in favour of 
the demonstration. 

The group's activity (the 
demonstration and many meetings with 
government, municipaijity and JNF . 
officials) had its effect. The uprooting of 
Olive trees was stopped, and plans to set 


uring the past two months, there 
have been new attempts by the 
government to cary out the 
expropriation plans, and Hillel 
Bardin is trying to reorganize the 
group of Jewish neighbours to oppose it.

Hillel Bardin saw what the inifada did 
to bath peoples. In middle age, he still ᾿ 
serves in a reserve Combat unit and two 
months ago served in Jericho. After the 
killing of Abu Jihad, Hillel said, “‘the 
Jews rejoiced, but the people of Jericho 
mourned him. They put black flags on all 
their houses, and they marched from the 
mosque to the graveyard to mourn his 
death. But the soldiers came and ordered 
the demonstrators to disperse (even 
though they were not violent). Then one 
of the commanders shot a man and 
ordered the officers to shoot more people, 
but they wouldn't, since there was no 
danger to anyone’s life. The man's friends 
tried to carry bim home, but the soldiers 
beat and arrested them.” 

When his commanders ordered 
Jericho residents to clear the road of 
stones, Hillel decided to join them in 
clearing the road. His commanders did not 
like it. Even the young Palestinians who 
were ordered to clear the road were 
embarrassed. One of them told Hillel: 
“You are an old man so please stop it, let 
me do the work.” But Hillel would not 
listen to them and continued clearing the

“My commanders know me from my 
long service in that unit,” Hillel says, “and 
they know that I am among the first to

nita and Hillel have come a long 
way since their Mississippi days back 
in the 60s.

They do not regret coming to Israel 
despite the fact that all their Jewish friends 
from those days are still in the U.S., aot 
even dreaming of joining them here. 

Many of those friends have long 
ἔτισε τς civil rights batdes.

illel is stil fighting. Five years ago-it 
was the lands of Uneidiya, a Beduin 
village near.

THE NIGHT before I was to lead a 
group of West German journalists on 
‘ a tour of the Golan Heights, we held 
a briefing at which some of them. 
asked particularly nasty questions 
about why we insist on retaining the 
area. The next day, after a four-hour 
tour which included a stop at an IDF 
base, the ones who had asked the 
most pointed questions came to me 
and made a point of apologizing. 
When people see the facts on the 
ground, it almost invariably leaves 
them with a better understanding of 
the merits of our case. 


These are the words of Rav-Seren 
(major res.) Louis Williams, who 
for 13 years has been an outstanding 
member of the IDF spokesman’s 
unit. By his own count, his lectures 
and fiaison missions bring him in 
contact with about 5,000 visitors a 
year. To many of them, the image of 
the liaison officer is one of the most 
fasting memories they will take 
home. The strength of his argu- 
ments, the cohesion of his presenta- 
tion, and even the way he speaks 
their language - these are the factors 
which will, in many cases, determine 
how they view Israel after their visit. 


“Many of these people have no 
contact with the armed forces of 
their own countries,” says Williams. 
“In many cases, such as with South 
Americans, the army may actually 
be a symbol of fear. For them, the 
contact with the Israeli army is 2 
revelation. Often they want to take 
photos of themselves together with 
army personne]. And of course, who 
can refuse?” 


- The spokesman’s unit is in effect 
the IDF’s public relations depart- 
mént. In addition to distributing 
news releases, the unit approves all 
contact between the IDF and out- 
side bodies, sends officers on lecture - 
circuits, maintains liaison with visi- 
tors and journalists, and publishes 
information material. This includes 
ap international defence quarterly, 
The IDF Jqurnal.

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In the past few years, under Tat- 
Aluf Efraim Lapid, the unit has con- 
siderably increased the range of its 
activities. During the current insi- 
fada disturbances in the territories, 
especially in the early stages, the 
unit has come under close scrutiny. 
While some critics say that the IDF 
spokesman was not properly pre- 
pared to wage the battle for world 
public opinion, others believe that a 
branch of the army should not be 
held accountable for the ups and 
downs of Israel's world image. 

“The army has a vital information 
role to play, quite apart from politi- 
cal issues,” says Williams. “On stra- 
tegic matters, it is the best source for 
informing the public and the outside 
world. The IDF also exemplifies 
some of the finer qualities of the 
Israeli. It does this by highlighting 
the army's role in education, inte- 
gration and developing women’s 
role in our society. 

“In liaison work. we generally use 
the soft-sell approach,” Williams 
says. “But many members of the 
media come with very deep-seated 
preconceived notions about our sit- 
vation. And the public often does 
not understand the distinction be- 
tween editorializing and the report- 
ing of facts.” 

Nevertheless, Williams says, the 
intifada has confirmed his general 
view of the potency of the IDF's 
message. “In working with visitors 
over the past five months it has be- 
come apparent to me that once they 
come here and listen to our side, 
they realize the complexity of the 
situation, They begin to appreciate 
the restraint that IDF uses and 
understand that isolated incidents 
are blown up out of proportion and 
make it appear as if the country was 
in flames."

WILLIAMS came to Israel ‘in 
1952 at age 19, leaving his family 
behind in England. After basic 
training in the IDF he joined the 
precursor of today’s Nahal, in, which 
soldiers man border settlements. 

Several years later, he volun- 
teered to work in Ein Radian, the 
Arava settlement that later became 
known as Yokneam. “This was 10 
hours by car from Beersheba on a 
road on which you travelled fast be- 
cause of the risk of meeting infiltra- 
tors along what was a practically 
open frontier,” he recalls.

Theocrats and the rights of women 


In recent years, the increasing militan- 


tion, who in many areas follow vastly 
different ways of life. 

The truth — which is swamped by the 
drama attaching to instances of Teligious- 
secular hostility ~ is that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of secular. Orthodox and 
haredi Jews have never sought confronta- 
tion. To the contrary, they have worked 
out a large number of compromises 
which have made day-to-day life between 
seeming incompatible populations possi- 
ble. In recent years, however, growing 
sections of the Orthodox religious and 
political establishments have been under- 
mining that popular readiness for a mutu- 
ally acceptable modus vivendi. The reac- 
tion of increasing elements of the 
younger secular population has been to 
respond in kind. 


THERE ARE AREAS of life in which 
compromise is possible and desirable. 
and those in which it is not. and in which 
each side must learn to recognize the red 
lines of the other side. Even the most 
anti-religious Jews understand that it 
- would be shocking to force observant 
Jews to desecrate Shabbat. or to eat non- 
kosher food, for example. 

One aspect of the asymmetry of the 
situation has been the tendency of many 


religious leaders to assert that secular 
tei have no similarly inviolable prin- 
ciples which must be given recognition. 

Those leaders often advance the self- 
serving argument that while it is impossi- 
ble for the religious to be asked to com- 
promise on their beliefs and practices, 
the secular can be forced to compromise 
on theirs, because these are at most a 
question of convenience. 

This attitude has been, and will contin- 
ue to be, a formula for unending trouble. 
The High Court of Justice decisions in 


1 AM CERTAINLY no expert on Hala- 
cha, and thus I have little to contribute to 
the debate as to whether the deeply en- 
enched discrimination against women 
which has been a central feature of Juda- 
ism = as it has been of most Christian 
denominations and of Islam — is based on 
Halacha, or merely on long-established 
practice. 

The debate itself is. and should be, 
totally irrelevant to those who are not 
ready to accept the concept of Israel as ἃ 
theocratic state ruled by rabbis according

igs, are welcome examples of an issue of 
principle on which it is essential that the 
secular public stand up and fight. 

And to judge by recent precedents, 
when the secular public does decide to 
fight for its rights, more often than not it 
wins. What has just happened is even 
more encouraging, because the protago- 
nist in one of the cases, Lea Shakdiel of 
Yeroham, is an Orthodox woman. 


to Halacha, the interpretation of which 
an increasingly reactionary rabbinate in- 
sists On arrogating unto itself. 

The State of Israel was created by a 
Zionist movement which was in revolt 
against the determination of the Ortho- 
dox rabbinical world to keep Jewish life 
in the Dark Ages. Its Declaration of In- 
dependence guaranteed equal rights to 
men and women. It is worth recalling that 
the declaration was also signed by repre- 
sentatives of religious Zionism, who were 
no less enthralled than their secular Zion- 
ist counterparts by the achievement of 
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Jewish independence in a modern state. 

In those heady times, the leader of the 
religious-Zionist Mizrahi movement. 
Rabbi Y.L. Maimon (Fishman) . minis- 
ter of religious affairs in the provisional 
government and in Israel's first two pov- 
emments, proposed the convening of a 
Sanhedrin to adapt Halacha to the revo- 
lutionary development of Jewish political 
independence. He was -- to Israel's last- 
ing detriment — shouted down by his rab- 
binical and political colleagues. 


THE ULTRA-ORTHODOX, and a 
good part of the Orthodox establishment 
Jed by the Chief Rabbinate, are correct in 
seeing the two High Court decisions as 
the thin edge of the wedge. For the issue 
is not whether women will merely sit on 
local religious councils and on the elec- 
toral colleges that elect local rabbis. The 
truc issue is whether women will be given 
@ say in the makeup and decisions of 
these bodies, which have been in the 
forefront of religious discrimination 
against them as women. 

This is a fight well worth fighting. just 
as was the original determination that all 
women in Israel would have the vote and 
that child marriage. permitted under the 
non-Ashkenazi versions of Halacha. be 


made illegal. 

Religious Zionism differed originally 
from anti-Zionist uitra-Orthodoxy in its 
striving for a synthesis between Ortho- 
dox observance and modernism. The 
quest for synthesis seems to have been 
abandoned by some elements of the Na- 
tional Religious Party in recent vears — a 
reactionary trend which can be expected 
to increase with the triumph of the Shaki 
wing in that party. 

One can only hope that this trend wilt 
be reversed. Attempts to impose retro. 
grade halachic concepts on the general 
population should be opposed, however, 
regardless of developments among the 
Orthodox themselves, 


The case of Lea Shakdiel - herself a 
product of a religious-Zionist upbringing 
- is perhaps an indication that when it 
comes to tite role of women. the religious 
Zionist population is far from being iden- 
tified with its most reactionary rabbis. It 
lends support the assumption that if the 
Tabbis insist on perpetuating traditions of 
discrimination against women, more and 
more observant women will rise up 
against their authority. 

This is also the place to express one’s 
gratitude to the High Court of Justice. 
which has once again shown itself ta be 
the foremost defender of Israel’s demo- 
cratic and humanist values.

ALL OF ‘THIS anti-Stalinist-era 
publication is but part of a wider and 
more profound battle proceeding at 
the heart of the Communist empire. 
Even if Gorbachev wins it, the ques- 
tion remains whether the greater 
freedom for which he is fighting is to 
be confined, as in the days of the 
Greek city-state, to the ranks of the 
oligarchy, or whether it is to pene- 
trate more deeply into the lower 
layers of Communist society. 
Theoretically, at least, it is possi- 
ble to envisage ἃ democracy of the 
“slave masters” together with a con- 
tinuing rigid dictatorship over the 
slaves. So far, not even Gorbachev 


tem is that economic and political 
democracy are indivisible, that one 
without the other is impotent. A 
system without equality of opportu- 


.nity, in education through to the 
: work place and in the wielding of 


political power, must result in a 
class-riven society. lack of economic 
or other incentives for the least priv- 
ileged, and ultimate revolt, however 
ruthless or efficient the dictatorship 
seeking to maintain its self-interest- 
ed status quo. 

Nor is this equality of opportunity 
relevant merely within a Communist 
society. It pertains no less to the 
relations berween Communist soci- 
eties. and especially between the 
most and the least powerful ones. 
Although concealed by Communist 
verbiage, the relationship between 
Communist states is no tess based 
upon the exploitation of the weak by 
the strong than is that between rul- 
ers and ruled within each individual 
Communist society. By Marzist def- 
inition, exploitation of either kind 
based on the theft of the “surplus 
value” produced by the workers 
(‘surplus values" is in Marxist terms 
the difference between the market 
value of goods produced and the 
wages paid to the workers who pro- 
duced them). This difference is ex- 
propriated by those who control (or 


own) the means of production, the 
Tuling class. 

According to Lenin, “imperial- 
ism” works very much in the same 
way: one nation, or at least its ruling 
class, expropriates the “‘surplus val- 
ue™ of another, through the injec- 
tion of industrial and bank capital by 
the stronger society into the econo- 
my of the weaker. (Between Com- 
Tunist societies it is the injection of 
“nationalized” rather than private 
industrial and banking capital that 


produces the imperialist 
relationship.) 
Both internal and external exploi- 


tation are responsible within Com- 
munism for the same class and na- 
tional conflicts as within capitalism. 
The difference is one of terminol- 
ogy; laissez-faire capitalism and im- 
Perialism are less efficient than the 
nationalized kind that has the direct 
backing of the state through coer- 
cion and manipulation. 

Today, both the class and national 
struggles within the Communist em- 
Pire are assuming more overt forms, 
though in the past we have wit- 
nessed “unexplained” clashes be- 
tween such Communist powers as 
Russia and China and even between 
lesser Communist states. In the past 
the class struggles within the Com- 
munist societies have been either 
totally concealed or obscured under 
various “ideological” titles, news of 
them sometimes leaking out only 
years after they have occurred. 
These days, however, as in the cuse 
of Poland's Solidarity movement or 
now in Hungary. they are emergin 
into the open and converging wit 
the political struggle proceeding 
within Russia. 

Economic inefficiency, misman- 
agement, the burden of the arms 
race, the di: in living stan- 


* dards between the Communist class- 


es and countries all tend to exacer- 
bate the situation. Now that the 
struggle is emerging into the open, 
the most vested interests and con- 
servative elements within the Com- 
waunist world are becoming increas- 
ingly frightened of evolutionary 
reforms. Freedom that has been re- 
stricted for so long may know no 
bounds. 

And for Israel, perhaps this is the 
beginning of the Messianic Era for 
which the secular as well as the Or- 
thodox have been waiting. It cer- 
tainly does not bode well for fanati- 
cally secular and orthodox Islam, 
both of which have a vested interest 
not only in Communist anti-Wester- 
nism, out also in the “‘stability™ of its 
internal one-party dictatorship.

The dropout option 


SOVIET '‘DROPOUTS" are. 


among the few issues on which ma- 
jor segments of Israeli press and 
public opinion appear to agree. 
‘Their attitude can be summarized as 
follows: 

A majority of the Jews leaving the 
USSR commit fraud by misusing the 
Israeli visa in order to “take a ride to 
the affluent West.” This evil prac- 
tice should be stopped “for every- 
body's good.” Among the suggested 
remedies are pressure on the U.S. to 
cease granting refugee status to So- 
viet Jews who have left the USSR on 
an Israeli visa, or replacing the Vi- 
enna transit by direct flights or by 
the 7 Bucharest option.” 

The basic tenets behind these atti- 
tudes are seldom questioned. To be 
sure, from time to time somebody 
ventures to express the opinion that 
a Soviet Jew has the right to choose 
freely where he wants to go. More 
often, it is disposed of by the simple 
method of writing the term “free- 
dom of choice™ thus - i.e. in invert- 
ed commas. 

Devices of that kind are effective 
only when preaching either to the 
converted or to the indifferent. For 
those who would like to get to the 
core of the issue, a number of ques- 
tions remain unanswered. 


WHAT IS THE alleged “misuse of 
a visa?™ 

A visa is a permit to enter or leave 
a given country. One may use it, or 
one may not. Soviet “ dropouts” are 
doing the latter, and are accused of 
“misuse."” 

This seems a peculiar interpreta- 
tion, tailored exclusively for this 
particular phenomenon, since no 
law or regulation exists here or else- 
where that makes an offence out of 
not using a visa. 

One might argue that while there 
is no misuse from a legal point of 
view, guilty of fraud when saying 
that they want to go to Israet while 
their real intention is to go else- 
where. ΛΑ lie is 8 lie and should not 
be condoned.” 

Quite so, if it is deliberate and 
aimed at harming another's inter- 
ests. In the case of Soviet Jewry, 
however, neither applies. 


ALTHOUGH IT MAY seem su- 
perfluous, some basic and well 
known facts should be stated here. 

The people whom we are judging 


are living in an oppressive society 
which cares little for the spiritual or 
the material needs of its citizens. 
Except for the party elite and a lim- 
ited number of successful profes- 
sionals, life in the Soviet Union is 
rarely joyful, often humiliating, and 
always difficult. 

Whether any real change is going 
to come with the advent of Gorba- 
chev remains to be seen. In the 
meantime, the majority of the popu- 
Jation lives in distress, and Jews 
even more, so since they bear the 
additional! burden of being discrimi- 
nated against. Small wonder that 
many are looking for an escape. 

Once they have decided to leave. 
what lies ahead ? Many new hard- 
ships while their application is being 
processed, with the danger of 2 re- 
fusal that will lead to years of de- 
spair. If the exit permit is granted, 
the price is still high: family ties are

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cut, best friends are lost forever. 
Even valuables have to be left 
behind. 

In such circumstances. a person 
has many moral and practical prob- 
lems to solve and will not look for 
additiona] complications. The nor- 
mal thing would be to apply for the 
visa of one’s choice, but a Jew can- 
not even submit an application to 
leave the USSR without producing 
an invitation from Israel, and if and 
when permission is granted, he must 
obtain an Israeli visa. 

What is someone who wants to go 
to another country supposed to do? 

Should he start a Jonely, quixotic 
fight for a simple formality? All he 
wishes is to get out as quickly as 
possible. And therefore he does 
what.the authorities force him to do, 
namely. declares that he intends to 
emigrate to Israel. 

T doubt whether an unprejudiced 
observer would call this “fraud.” 


FEARS ARE sometimes voiced 
that the Soviets may suddenly dis- 
cover that they are being cheated, 
and use this as a pretext for stopping 
Jewish emigration altogether. 

This is pure guesswork. Not a sin- 
gle fact has been adduced to sub- 
stantiate such an assertion. Emigra- 
tion from the Soviet Union reached

its height in 1979, when the dropout 
rate was already at its present level. 
Today, Jewish-emigration is increas- 
ing again in spite of there being no 
change in the dropout situation. 

Soviet decisions in this field are 
dictated by considerations of gener- 
al domestic and foreign policy, and 
not by the behaviour of individual 
emigrants. What disturbs the Soviet 
authorities is that their citizens dare 
to decide for themselves what to do 
with their own lives, and that by 
doing so they are voting with their 
feet against the system. 

The Russians know very well that 
they cannot control the movements 
of their former citizens once they 
have crossed the border. Thus, it 
makes little sense for them to worry 
where they are going. Besides, they 
would be quite capable of setting up 


“their own version of a “Bucharest 


option” without Israeli prompting, 
had they felt that this would’ suit 
their interests. 


ONE CAN understand Israel's dis- 
appointment at seeing Jews moving 
from one Diaspora to another. But 
this does not give us the right to 
decide for others what is best for 
them. 


Soviet Jews do not act differently 
from other Jewish groups in the Di- 
aspora when they decide to leave 
their countries of origin. Some opt 
for Israel. others go elsewhere. So- 
viet Jews are special in that they 
need external help. 


It is natural for an enlightened 
country to help its nationals who are 
persecuted elsewhere without im- 
posing conditions. And this is what 
Israel, to its credit, is doing. 

The present Vienna arrangement 
permits all Soviet Jews who opt for 
Israe! to reach their destination. 


Those Jews do not need the “Bu- 
charest opiion,” whose main pur- 
pose is to force more to come to 
Israel by leaving them no other 
choice. Whatever arguments are ad- 
vanced, coercion remains coercion. 
Is it possible to try to increase aliya 
by such methods and at the same 
time retain our national self- 


respect?

Yeroham — A place of promise 


WHEN THE television crews come to Yeroham, Lea Shak- 
diel has to battle with them to keep them from seeking out 
the one drunk in the café in the commercial centre. 

As anywhere, there are ugly things to see in Yeroham, but 
for ker, whatever the difficulties, it is a beautiful place, a 
place of promise, even, occasionally. ἃ place of opportunity. 

Her guided tour begins at the library. with its sweeping 
modern lines, one of the bounties Project Renewal bas 
brought to the town. And far more impressive than any 
physical part of the library is the sight of biolbgy teacher Yoel] 
Kolavker helping five of his students their annual project. 

Kolavker, who was brought here at the age of four, is one 
of the 30 per cent of the town's 6,500 residents who are 
members of the Indian Bene Israel community. He admits 
that he is one of the few young men who grew up in Yeroham 
whe have actually returned to the town and sees his future 

ere. 

Clutching his leg as he talks is his small daughter. One sees 
such small children accompanying their parents almost every~ 
where. Shakdiel, who herself has three in tow, says it is only 
natural in a society in which both parents usually work. 

The library has also made provision for such a way of life. 
Simha Haddad, the children’s librarian. shows off the games 
library, where parents get instructions on how to play the 
games they borrow for their children.One comer is set up 
with toys for babies. 


PP dea] with children from the age of zero," Haddad 
said. 

There are also a couple of children in tow at the local music 
centre, where the director, Mordechai Kantorman, is train- 
ing the adult choir, a group of a dozen women and one burly 
man with handlebar moustache. 

Cajoling, threatening, enticing and scolding, he coaxes a 
clear, dramatic sound from his amateur singers. Shakdiel 
mentions that Kantonman, an immigrant from the Soviet 
TInion. taught the children’s choir a Moroccan Jewish song 
and a Russian one, and even a Yiddish one to sing to the 
donors who came from Montreal, the city that adopted 
Yeroham for Project Renewal. 

Then to the community centre, the focus of local activity, 
where a large part of the town turns out to parade back and 
forth in their Friday night promenade. 

As it happens, the centre is jammed with soldiers from 
Southern Command, who are hosting a sports day in the 
town. 

Watching over it with a paternal eye is Mayor Baruch 
Elmakayes, 35, a kippa-wearing Labour politician who was 
bom in Morocco and grew up in nearby Dimona. Without his 
help, Shakdiel says, she could have never carried on her 
struggle. 

For him, her battle is what he calls “true religion.” After 
all, he reasons, he and his colleagues sit with women in all

Kinds of forums. 

“It was the Eastern Europeans who taugit us to keep 
women separate,” he says, adding that there have always 
been religious and non-religious Jews and that the important 
thing has always been for them to love one another. 

“If you begin by separating women, then you'll separate 
the religious from the non-religious, then the more religious 
from the less religious. There's no end ta it.” 

Meanwhile, Shakdiel is shaking hands. She is, after all a 
local politician and she was a member of the local council 
before the question of the religious council came up. 

One of those she greets is Victor Naim, ἃ building contrac-. 
tor turned artist, whose speciality is relief sculpture using 
concrete. The lobby of the community ceatre is filled with 
ceramic works by children who attend his workshop. © 

There is also an exhibition of before and after photographs 
devoted to Project Renewal. They _ rapa noe bd 

well. trees and paved public areas. But 
rep not Se Tbe children keep breaking the lights,” 
Shakdiel mutters as we walk by. 

Nor is it all a matter of culture and beauty. She proudly 
points out a large, unfinished, industrial building. That, she 
says, is to be the new administrative centre of the phosphate 
works, which is to be located in the town. 

“That was one of our greatest victories,” she says.

IT IS THIS difference that will apparently enable the rabbis to 


τ getreat gracefully over the issue of a woman participating in the 


body to elect a chief rabbi of Tel Aviv. Until now, the rabbis have 
been adamant in their opposition to female participation in this 
body; but after the High Court ruling, a source in the Chief 
Rabbinate said it was quite likely that the rabbis would agree to a 
woman taking part, since it was a one-time affair. 

At the time of the interview, Rabbi Shapiro said he had not yet 
studied the issue and did not want to comment on it: However, his 
hesitancy in itself seemed to indicate a readiness to give in.

The Post's Haim Shapiro spends a day in Yerohain with Lea Shakdiel 


Pioneer for religious rights ||. 


IF ANYONE expected Lea Shak- 
diel, the Yeroham religious activist, 
to be enjoying the fruits of victory 
after the High Court of Justice last 
week upheld her right to be a mem- 
ber of the town's religious council, 
they have another think coming. 

The strain of constant tension and 
media interviews, combined with 
the fact that in addition to her vol- 
unteer public activities she holds a 
full-time job as a teacher, had begun 
to tell on her children, who were 
cranky and nervous. 

She noted that her husband, 
Moshe Landsman, backed her up 
completely and took an active hand 
in child care, cooking and cleaning; 
but he too had a busy schedule in his 
work as a psychologist and his vol- 
unteer activities. 

It was not easy last week to be a 
public figure. 

Small as it is, Yeroham has its 
villa section, with’ impressive 
homes, but that is not where the 
couple live. Their home is part of an 
ofder section, with smail. square, 
row houses. 

The interior js crowded and the 
furniture is worn, but comfortable. 
It reminds one of the way kibbutz 
“rooms” used to look a decade or 
two ago, complete with a macrame 
planter and 2 poster with a peace 
dove. Perhaps the only difference is 
the fact that the large bookcase has 
a sizable section with Jewish reli- 
gious texts, including 2 complete set 
of the Babylonian Talmud. 


WHEN TOLD OF the attitude of 
the chief rabbi to her struggle (see 
box, above right}, Shakdiet adsit- 
ted that it was hard for her to answer 
these arguments without getting an- 
gry. On the other hand, she did not 
want to attack the chief rabbi- 

For her, the principle of modesty 
and the struggle against the evil in- 
clination were both important to Ju- 
daism; but in her view, these were 
interpreted differently in every age. 
In the time of the First Temple, she 
pointed out, the evil inclination re- 
ferred to idol worship. 

She herself would not swim in 2 
mixed swimming pool or participate 
in mixed dancing. But to think that 
men who met regularly with women 
reacted to them in the same way as 
they did in ancient times was simply 
anachronistic, and certainly not in 
keeping with religious Zionism. 

In fact, she added, in 1926,the 


Mizrahi movement had decided that 
women could be elected to all public 
offices. The decision went in the 
face of opposition from Rabbi 
Kook, but was in accord with sever- 
ai noted rabbis of the religious Zion- 
ist movement, including Maimon, 
Uziel, Nissenbaum and Zlomik. At 
that time, she said, it was felt that a 
woman could be religious, modest 
and yet modem. 


Perhaps more important, she felt, 
was today’s misrepresentation, per- 
haps as ἃ result of naiveté. of the 
religious councils as places filled 
with great sages. In fact, they were 
administrative bodies far more like 
the Knesset and the local councils 
than like the rabbinical) courts. 


SHAKDIEL ADMITTED that the 
Jerusalem religious council might be 
a place such as that envisioned by 
the chief rabbi.But elsewhere the 
religious councils were filled with 
politicians, “most of them a great 
deal fess modest than I am. 

“The problem is a pyschological 
one, rather than a halachic one. The 
chief rabbis have an ideal of a reli- 
gious council which is something 
like the Sanhedrin. In fact, this view 
has no basis either in reality, or in 
law.” 

A case in point was the head of 
the outgoing Yeroham religious 
council, Moshe Peretz, who in any 


case will cease to be a part of the- 


new council when it is inaugurated. 
with Shakdiel as 2 member. This 
fact did not keep Peretz from an- 
nouncing to the media that he would 
never sit together with a woman. 

“As it happens, he sits with me on 
the local council and, as everyone in 
Yeroham knows, he is a great deal 
less observant than I am.” 

In fact, she added, ail nine of the 
other members of the incoming 
council had expressed their willing- 
fiess to participate in the council 
with ber, including Rabbi - David 
Milgrim, who is not onfy the only 
Tabbi in the body. but the represen- 
tative of Shas. He had actually writ- 
ten to the High Court to say that he 
had no objection to her being a part 
of the religious council. 

The view of the religious councils 
as sanctuaries of holy men, she said, 
also perpetuates the myth that the 
ultra-Orthodox public has an inter- 
est in the Chief Rabbinate and its 


institutions, when in fact these peo- 
ple have their own standards of 


kashrut, their own marriage regis- "ἡ 


tration, their own Shabbat eruy and 
their own ritual baths. It is the secu- 
lar public and the general religious 
public who depend on the services 
of such bodies as the religious coun- 
cils, she said. 

When Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi 
Avraham Shapiro spoke to her, 
Shakdiel said, he told her that ἃ 
figure such as the Rebbe of Gur 
could never participate in a body in 
which a woman was a member. But, 
she pointed out, the Rebbe of Gur 
would never be a member of a reli- 
gious council in any event. 

After. the interview took place, 
Religious Affairs Minister Zevu- 
lun Hammer announced that he 
would carry out the ruling of the 
High Court and call together the 
interministerial committee, in order 
to install Yeroham’s new religious 
council, with Shakdiel as a member. 


LEA SHAKDIEL herself came to 
Yeroham in 1978 to participate in 
what was then a garin (kernel) of 
“religious leftists, whose concerns 
were peace. social responsibility. 
ecology and Halacha.” It was there 
she met and married Moshe Lands- 
man, who seems to be spending 
much of his time saying politely. but 
firmly. that he is nos Mr. Shakdiel. 

It was the first time, she said, that 
she had found people who support- 
ed the kind of ideals she did, who 
actually went out and established a 
community. Others had such ideals, 
but they stayed in Jerusalem. 

Now they have three children: 
Rachel. Zvi and Pinhas. Moshe 
Landsman heads a project of family 
day-care centres for children whose 
own families do not function, and 
also works as an educational 


psychologist. 
The two knew that they faced a 


- struggle when Shakdiel was named 


to the religious council, but they 
thought it would be a quiet struggle, 
with letters and political and bu- 
regucratic machinations. They did 
not imagine that it would become 
such a public issue. 


WASN'T HER life-style. with her 
work and public activities. a form of 
rejection of the traditional Jewish 
family pattern? Wasn't it true that in 
fact women were inferior in 
Judaism? 


It was true, she admitted, that ina 
religious framework the woman was 
not equal, but “I think about what is 
possible." 

Moreover, there was a steady 
evolution of the role of women in 
Judaism. Only a short time ago, it 
would have been unthinkable for 
women to study Tora, while now, 
even the most extreme ultra-Ortho- 
dox have some sort of Tora educa- 
tion for women. More changes were 
bound to come, but she could not 
predict what they would be. 

Did she see, for example, the pos- 
sibility of women rabbis? 

Halachically, she replied, it would 
be easier to have a woman rabbi 
than a woman cantor. Perhaps there 
might be one in 200 or 300 years, but 
by then the role of the rabbi, 
too,would have undergone a radical 
transformation. 

Today, her own religious life cen- 
tres in a small nucleus of the rem- 
nants of the original garin and some 
of the members and graduates of a 
Bnei Akiva Nahai group sent to 
Yeroham. 

Now a member of the Labour 
Party, she said that the first time she 
voted, she cast her ballot for the 
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National Religious Party. the party 


her parents had supported. After. 


that, “it was always for a party to the 
left of that." . 

Tt was true, she admitted, that 
some of the other residents thought 
her a bit odd. Many continued to 
think she was from America, al- 
though she is a sabra. But, she add- 
ed, by her continued residence in 
Yeroham, she has earned. her cre- 
dentials. Locaf people went out of 
their way to congratulate her when 
she won her court battle. 

It was also true that life in Yero- 
bam was hard. Oddly, it was not 
because there was no fulfilment. On 
the contrary, she felt, it was harder 
because there was the constant see- 
Sawing between accomplishment 
and failure, between the struggle 
and official neglect. In many ways, it 
would be easier to exist in a state 
where it was always bitter. 


Even today, however, much of - 


the satisfaction comes from the fact 
that she considers herself a pioneer. 
“But don't. get me wrong. The 


Moroccan and Indian otim who live _ 


here consider themselves pioneers, 
too.

seen the play in Paris in 1957 
performed by Habimah, but had 
forgotten about it.

In ancient times and in societies 
outside of Tora, the husband could 
take the law into his own hands. He 
could either kill his wife in the name 
of “saving the honour of the family” 
or simply throw her out of the house 
or get rid of her by a divorce that 
would grant her no rights whatso- 
ever as were promulgated in the 
marriage contract, ketuba. 

Most accepted readings would 
claim that Tora is indeed “against” 
the suspected wife.

Moffatt translates 
kina'a as “Ὁ fit of suspicion” and 
vkinee as “suspected.” All transla- 
tions agree that there are two possi- 
ble cases: a married woman who 
defiled herself by having sexual rela- 
tions with another man; or a woman 
who may not have committed such 
an act. ᾿ 

In both cases, the woman remains 
under suspicion as there are no wit- 
nesses who can testify to either the 
“defilement™ of the one or the “pu- 
rity” of the other. The husband who 
feels cheated cannot contain himself 


τ imhis “fit of jealousy” or “passion of 


‘suspicion.”” ‘The marriage is on the 


however, Tora is out to defend the 
woman's rights by ordering that 
“the man should bring his wife to 
the priest.” He cannot decide her 
fate and the future of their marriage 
all by himself. 

There is a higher authority quali- 
fied to determine the rights of both 
husband and wife even in a case 
which is motivated by “fits” and 
“passions” of jealousy and suspicion 
and where there is no valid legal 
proof. 

What is more, the rabbis translate 
kina‘a and v’kinee as ““warning™ and 
“he warned”, respectively thus the 
story suggests from the very outset a 
kind of legal process where the hus- 
band registers a warning and is not 
simply carried away by a fit of 
jealousy. 

After the woman’ had been sus- 
pected of having an affair with a 
specific man, the husband gave her 
warning in front of two witnesses 


priest shall put it into the water. After he 
bas made the woman stand before the 
Lord, the priest shall bare the woman's 
head...The priest shall administer the 
curse of adjuration to the woman...And 
the woman shall say, Amen, 
Amen!...The priest shalt put these curses 
down in writing on a scroll and into the 
water...Once he has made her drink the 
water - if she has defiled herself by 
breaking faith with her husband, the 
spell-inducing water shall enter into her 
to bring on bitterness. so that her belly 
shall distend and her thigh shall sag and 
the woman shall become a curse among 
her peopie...But if the woman has not 
defiled herself, she shall be unharmed 
and she shall be blessed with offspring.” 

The rabbis in the Mishna elabo- 
rate with more details of this terrify- 
ing ritual. The woman's clothing is 
tom, her jewelry is removed and her 
body bared; the priest preaches to 
her tn threatening as well as sugges- 
tive words to make her confess the 
sin which she might or might not 
have committed.

the water of bitterness" at the end of 
the lengthy ceremony could come to 
her now as a moment of final relief. 

What is the meaning and purpose 
of this ordeal, which the woman has 
to suffer even if it eventually tums 
out that she was pure? 

Comparing our case to the usual 
“judgment by ordeal,” we shall see 
how different the case of the sora-is 
from what we know about other 
such ordeals in ancient times. The 
Babylonian code of Hammurabbi 
(about 1750 BCE) has the following 
provision for a water ordeal; 

“If the finger was pointed at the wife 
of a seignior because of another man, but 
she was not caught while lying with the 
other man. she shall throw herself into 
the river for the sake of her husband” 
( prenara, Ancient Near Eastern Texts. 
p. 171). 

The woman is exposed to real 
anger from which she could be 
saved only by ἃ miracle. She is guilty 
unless proven otherwise. In our case 
she is considered innocent unless 
proven guilty, which in our sources 
seems to be a very remote possibili- 
ty. The water of bitterness mixed 
with some earth from the floor of 
the Tabernacle may not be the most 
tasty drink, but is also hardly liable 
to bring upon the person who drinks 
it the terrible illness described in the 
Tora and which according to the 
rabbis (Mishna Sota 3,5) would pos- 
sibly be deferred even in a case 
where a defilement did take place. 

What is the purpose of this 
unique, strange ceremony?

Reductio ad absurdum 


There are many people in this world who believe that modem 
organised sport is childish, an opiate for the masses, the equivalent of 
the circuses that Nero offered the Romans. At the other extreme, 
there are even more people who think that it is ἃ less childish, stupid 
and harmful form of human competition than the making of war. In 
between these groups are millions of people, who don't think about 
its social or other values, but enjoy it for its own sake. 

The final of the European Cup, between Holland's PSV Eindhoven 
and Portugal's Benfica, which took place on Wednesday night, was a 
powerful argument in favour of the views of the anti-sport believers. 
Anything more asinine it is impossible to conceive. 

The game came at the conclusion of a long, hard season. during 
which the best club teams in Europe. excluding the English. ptayed 
matches both home and away so as to eliminate home ground 
advantage. with an elaborate system giving extra weight to away 
goals. The final was played at a neutral ground in Stuttgart so as to 
ensure that neither the Dutch nor the Portuguese should have any 
advantage. Scores of thousands of fans packed the ground to capaci- 
ty. Almost every TV station in the world, except the Americans and 
the sagacious Israelis. arranged to cover the programme live. 

Unfortunately, the outcome was a colossal bore. which had nothing 
to do with sport in general or soccer in particular. In the sacred name 
of tactics, neither team made the slightest effort to play the game 
properly, they just went through desultory motions till they reached 
the real business of the evening, the Big Gamble, High Noon at the 
OK Corral, the Penalty Shoot-Out. 

In its way it was exciting, like being an onlooker when the man 
broke the bank at Monte Carlo, or watching a high roller shooting 
craps at Vegas or drunken Czarist students played Russian roulette. 
We watched the whites of the eyes of the two goalkeepers as they 
tried to second guess the men shooting at them. Eleven times they 
went wrong. At last Eindhoven's van Bruekelen threw himself in the 
right direction. Hooray for Holland!

his 17th year of waiting for an exit 
visa: that Mr. Peres raised with Mr. 
Zotow the names of those four re- 
maining former prisoners of Zion 
who are still refused their exit visas — 
Boris Chemobitsky, Vladimir Kis- 
lik, Evgeni Lein and Alec 
Zelichenok. 

These six Jews, and their families, 
represent an urgent individual need. 
They also represent the tip of an 
iceberg whose bulk, while largely 
unseen by the West, still lurks un- 
easily just below the surface of the 
calm waters of detente. 

AMONG THE long-term refusen- 
iks and former prisoners of Zion are 
many men and women whose 
names, stories and faces ought to be 
widely known to Jews in the West. 


They should also be known to the 
Soviet leader, his foreign minister 
and his officials, who in the past 
three years have gathered first in 
Geneva, then in Helsinki, Reykja- 
vik and Washington, and now in 
Moscow, to discuss not only disar- 
mament but also human rights, and 
to promote a new era in East-West 
relations. 

Yuly Kosharovsky, for example, 
who on March 26 completed a 17- 
day hunger strike in Moscow to pro- 
test against his 17 years as a refu- 
senik, has recently written to Mr. 
Gorbachev to seek redress. He is as 
well known by name today as his 
friends Dr. Yosef Begun. Vladimir 
Siepak and Ida Nude? were known 
in past years,before they were al- 
lowed to go to Israel. 

In'the 17 years since Kosharovsky 
first applied to leave the USSR, he 
has been one of the foremost He- 
brew teachers in the Soviet capital. 
Most of his pupils now live in Israel. 
Can he not be allowed to join them: 
to be “repatriated.” as he calls it, to 
the land which he has never seen, 
yet has for so. long regarded as his 
own? 

It was this question that Mark 
Grauer’s parents asked last year, 
when they travelled all the way to 
Canada to ask the Jewish Women’s 
International Conference in Van- 
couver ‘to intercede on behalf of 
Mark, his wife Ada, and their two 
children. 


CROSSROADS 


THE SAME QUESTION can be 
asked on behalf of each of the four 
former prisoners of Zion. Their 
names, One hopes, are on one or 
other of the lists which President 
Reagan will assuredly hand over to 
Mr. Gorbachev this weekend. 
Boris Chernobilsky and his wife 


“Elena are both radio engineers. He 


is now 44 and she is 41. They first 
applied for exit visas more than 12 
years ago, in January 1976. Both 


have been active in Jewish life in 


Moscow. 

Some years ago, Elena helped to 
organize the unofficial Jewish kin- 
dergarten in Moscow; today she is 
the only founder member who is not 
in Israel. 

In May 1981. her husband was 
rebuked by the militia while he was 
celebrating Israel Independence 
Day with fellow refuseniks at a pic- 
nic site outside Moscow. Arrested 
two months later, he was sentenced 
to one year in labour camp. Today 
there are no more refuseniks in la- 
bour camp, and more than 40 for- 
mer prisoners now live in Israel. But 
Boris Chernobilsky is still in 
Moscow. . 

Another former prisoner who has. 
not been allowed to Jeave is Viadi-, 
mir Kistik, who first applied for an; 
exit visa in 1973. 

In May 1981, Kislik was sen- 
tenced to three years in labour 


camp. Since his release, he and his 
wife Bella have been active organiz- 
ers of a legal seminar held in Mos~ 
cow to fight for the rights of Soviet 
Jews to live inside Russia as Jews, 
or, if they so wish, to leave Russia 
altogether. - 

Originally from Kiev, Kislik now 
lives in Moscow. His dream is to live 
in Israel, whose official citizenship 
he has held, under the Law of Re- 
turn, since 1974. “No persecution.” 
he wrote in his appeal of March 23. 
“can alter my decision to emigrate 
to Israel.” 7 

Since writing this appeal, and 
making it public, Kislik has been 
told by the Soviet emigration office 
in Moscow that he should not even 
bother to re-apply to leave the Sovi- 
et Union until 1992. 

Two other former prisoners of 
Zion are as undeterred as Kislik by 
all they have gone through. Evgeni 
Lein. his wife Irina and their son 
Alex, are determined to join Lein’s 
daughter Nehama in Jerusalem, 
where she has just given birth to 2 
son — Evgeni and Irina’s first grand- 
son. Evgeni been waiting to leave 
Leningrad for Jerusalem since 1978. 

Aliso in Leningrad, the Hebrew 
teacher Roald Zelichenok, a Jew of 
deep sensitivity and passion, has 
likewise been waiting, together with 
his wife Galina, for 10 years. Al- 
though the reason for his refusal is 
that he once, before 1975, did so- 
called “secret work at a marine 


Tesearch institute, at jeast four sci- 
entists who did exactly the same 
work at the same institute have been 
allowed to emigrate to Israel. 
FOR SOVIET JEWS. the genuine- 
ness of the “changes” — of glasnost 
itself — is not an academic question, 
but a real and urgent one. On May 
29, the Jewish Women against Re- 
fusal begin a five-day hunger strike, 
to coincide with the Summit. They 
do not want sympathy, they want 
exit visas; not next year, or in the 
distant future, but now. 

The fate of every refusenkik fam- 
ily is of importance to the worldwide 
Jewish community, indeed to all 
who value human rights. It is ab- 
surd, and indeed cruel, that ih this 
last quarter of the 20th century. any . 
Jew who wishes to live in the Jewish 
state. or anywhere in the Jewish 
world, should be denied his wish. 

These refuseniks are not 2 part 
of any theoretical presentation. 
They are not “examples.” or “typi- 
cal.” or “untypical.” They are real 
individuals, real families, Jews who 
have long ago committed them- 
selves to a desire to live in Israel. 
IMMEDIATELY AFTER the last 
Summit, President Reagan ap- 
pealed for “real progress in human 
tights.” The fate of the Jewish fam- 
ilies whom I have mentioned in this 
article could all have been resolved 
then. But they still remain with their 
human rights in abeyance. How 
much longer must they wait?

PEACEMAKING in the Middle East is not expected to be a 
major topic of discussion at the Moscow summit, which is to be 
devoted mainly to mutual strategic nuclear-arms reductions by 
the U.S. and the Soviet Union. It would, however, be odd if 
the Arab-Israel conflict were not taken up at all. The continu- 
ing deadlock in the “peace process” threatens a new, but wider 
and deadlier Middle East war, and that alone would be a 
legiimate cause for super-power concem. 

The prospect now is for a growing rapprochement between 
Moscow and Washington, leading to agreement between them 
on how to promote Arab-Israel peace. 

Dread of this p informs the policy of the half of 
Israel's government headed by Yitzhak Shamir, despite Isra- 
el's rise to the status of a military power since the Six Day War. 
The premier rightly suspects, of course, that any kind of 
international ‘‘umbrella” for peace talks sanctioned by the 
superpowers, short of the strictly decorative, may kill the 
dream of a Greater Eretz Yisrael. He is, however, banking on 
the intrinsic contradictions between global Soviet and Ameri- 
can interests, if not on Arab hostility, to bar agreement on 
even a framework for Middle East peacemaking. 

For the moment at least the signs are not pointing Mr. 
Shamir’s way. True, the long-predicted “convergence” of 
Soviet and American political concepts is still a long way off, 
and superpower interests remain far apart. But the area of 
superpower conflict has greatly shrink under the signs of 
glasnost and perestroika. The same is true of differences about 
the international conference. 

It is a fact that the Reagan administration, which earlier 
took a very dim view of it, now accepts and is even pushing this 
idea. It is similarly a fact that the original Soviet version of the 
conference has undergone quite a bit of a change during the 
past four years since its publication. 

The change has been incremental, exceedingly slow, and to 
the minds of both the American and the Israeli foreign minis- 
ters is still inadequate. It has not affected the Kremlin's 
strategic demands: complete Israeli withdrawal, recognition of 
the Palestinians’ right to self-determination, and PLO repre- 
sentation at the conference. These demands stand unaltered 
even by the recent much-ballyhooed “non-paper™” submitted 
by the Soviet ambassador to Washington, Anatoly Dubinin, to 
Shimon Peres. ᾿ 

But the notion of a dictatorial conference, whose plenum 
would be empowered to pass its own, meaning anti-Israel, 
resolutions was quietly dropped by the Kremlin some two 
years ago already. 

Despite Mr. Gorbachev's best reforming efforts to date. the 
Soviet Union's ruling bureaucracy remains a cumbersome 
leviathan. One small example of its modus operandi has been 
the footdrapging on visas for the Israeli consular mission that, 
under a reciprocity arrangement, is to go to Moscow. But the 
leviathan 15 nevertheless now on the move, even in the matter 
of increased emigration permits for Soviet Jews. 


The vipers’ nest 


THE only surprise occasioned by Wednesday’s combined 
IDF-SLA operation against the Hizbullah-fortified village of 
Louwazeh, just north of the security zone in southern Leba- 
non, is that it followed the earlier, and rather more massive, 
attack on the village of Maidoun by a mere three weeks. The 
purpose, however, was roughly the same: to prevent the 
establishment of a PLO-supporting Hizbullah-ruled enclave in 
the south, and to warn Shiite villagers in the area of the 
inevitable bloody consequences of cooperation with Israel's 
terrorist enemies. 

That purpose will not fully be secured in one fell swoop, and 
in fact not until Lebanon ceases to be the vipers’ nest that it is 
today. 

The irony is that the militant, fundamentalist Hizbullah, 
though an Iranian protege, was helped attain its present 
strength by Israel's 1982 expedition to safeguard the peace of 
Galilee. In allowing the Shia minority, Lebanon's largest. to 
cast off the yoke of the PLO, the IDF also gave fairly free rein 
to the mullah-inspired among them to rally the faithful against 
the infidel. The removal of the security zone is only Hizbul- 
lah’s immediate objective. 

In trying to beat Hizbullah down, Israel has on the face of it 
a joint interest with Lebanon's uneasy occupier. Syria. But the 
Syrians have their Lranian allies to think of, before they do to 
Hizbullah what they did a few years ago to the Moslem 
Brothers in Hamma. They will surely not hesitate to help 
Hizbullah fighters leave Beirut to aid their embattled com- 
rades in the south, if by so doing they will ease their own 
problem in the Lebanese capital while making Israel's life 
harder. 

Israel's best bet would be to team up, however tacitly, with 
Hizbullah’s Shi'ite enemy, Amal, which is anxious to prevent 
harm to villagers from IDF retaliation. The two organizations 
have long been at each other’s throats. But Amal has also been 
very keen on avoiding the stigma that goes with collaboration 
of any sort with Israel. 

The chances, then, are for more military expeditions across 
the security-zone line. Until such time as Lebanon ceases to be 
what it is.

The economic 
challenges

THE LABOUR PARTY, and the 
entire Israeli left. should offer daily 
prayers of thanks for the intifada. If 
the election campaign were to focus 
on socio-economic issues, as is nor- 
mal in most Western democracies, 
Labour's ideological bankruptcy 
and lack of qualified personne! in 
the social and economic areas, 
which used to be its bread and but- 
ter, would be cruelly exposed. 

Since, however, we have the plea- 
sure of living in a country in which 
every national election is portrayed 
as “crucial” in determining the char- 
acter. future and very existence of 
the nation, and since on-issues of 
security, war, peace, territories and 
foreign policy the left half of the 
political spectrum has a clear-cut 
ideology and policy, that is what the 
elections will focus on. 

However, before. the campaign 
carries us all away, it's worth point- 
ing out that the forces of change in 
Israeli society today are economic, 
technological and social in that or- 
der. The pace of change in these 
fields is so rapid that the economy, 
for example, is unrecognizable from 
the one that existed four years ago. 
on the eve of the last elections. 

It is this socio-economic revolu- 
tion that will soon wreak fundamen- 
tal changes in the Israeli political 
system, which in turn will filter into 
foreign and defence policy. In the 
defence field. these changes will link 
up with other technology-driven 
changes in strategic doctrine; the 
cancellation of the Lavi was the first 
example of what can happen when 
these factors come together. 

There is no predicting the out- 
come of all this, in terms of politics 
and policies, except that it will prob- 
ably fly in the face of all today's 
accepted wisdom. 

Although the leaders of the La- 
bour Party seem to have grasped 
that these changes are indeed taking 


place, as the Lavi debate proved, 
they seem unabie to draw the 
neccessary conclusions. The party is 
still weighed down by the ideologi- 
cal baggage of the previous genera- 
tion, and no one seems to have the 
guts or the vision to define a socio- 
economic programme for the 1990s. 

Parenthetically, it could be ar- 
gued that the Likud is saddled with 
obsolete ideological baggage in oth- 
er spheres, but that's another story. 


THE MOST BLATANT evidence 
of Labour's barrenness on the eco- 
nomic front is that, with less than six 
months to go to polling day, it 
doesn't even have a candidate for 
the post of finance minister. 
Economics Minister Gad Ya'a- 
cobj this week (in Yediot Aharonot) 
proclaimed himself as “the natural 
candidate to be the next finance 
minister,” but no one else, appar- 
ently not even in Labour itself, can 
take that claim seriously. Ya’acobi 
has yet to make any impact on the 
forming or implementation of poli- 


He has taken the post of econom- 
ics minister, which was always 
meaningless, and tumed it into the 
tole of opposition spokesman on 
economic affairs. For the last two 
and a half years, Ya'acobi has tire- 
lessly predicted the collapse of the 
government's economic policy, with 
inflation always about to take off 
again and the balance of trade to 
deteriorate to the point where there 
would be a run on the currency and 
the end of the economic recovery. 

The truth is that Ya’acobi started 
out on the Cassandra path accompa- 
nied by a phalanx of academic econ- 
omists and independent commenta- 
tors. The latter, however, have 
fatlen silent one after the other, in 
the face of the phenomenal run of 
success that this government has had 
on the economic front. Even those 
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who put it all down to luck have had 
the sense not to keep betting against 
the trend. Others have been per- 
suaded, or come to the realization, 
that the old rules on which they 
grew up no longer apply, given the 
far-reaching changes taking place in 
the Israeli economy. 

Yet Ya'acobi has stuck to his 
guns. The insifida has been grist for 
his mill, and he and his well-oiled 
PR team have gamered numerous 
headlines by churning out calcula- 
tions as to how much the unrest is 
supposed to have cost the economy. 
Now, with a slowdown in economic 
activity apparently well under way, 
he seems to scent success, after re- 
peated disappointments. However, 
even if the economic policy cracks 
now, it will make little difference. 


BUT THE ECONOMICS minister 
— he is also communications minis- 
ter, and drops into that ministry one 
day a week — is merely symptomatic 
of Labour's problem on the eco- 
nomics side. His focus, like that of 
most of his colleagues, is fixed firm- 
ly on the past. The slogans and cli-

proffered. It is a sad fact that while 
definite democratic change takes 
place within Soviet society, the 
problem of long-term Jewish refu- 
seniks remains. 


Furthermore, legislation concern- 
ing emigration is completely fack- 
ing. The problem of emigration re- 
mains within the despotic realm of 
arbitrary bureaucratic power and 


closed to glasnost. The past shows 
that a solution of our problem de- 
pends on the state of Soviet-West- 
ern relations and therefore we place 
great hopes on the forthcoming 
summit. 


One of the greatest successes of 
the previous summit was, in our 
opinion, a development of an effec- 
tive means of controlling the disar- 
mament agreement. We hope that 
the forthcoming summit will suc- 
ceed in developing a similar means 
of control vis-a-vis a human rights 
agreement. This might prove a sig- 
nificant step on the way towards 
solving our prablems.

the maneuver. 

Lebanese Interior Minister Ab- 
dallah Racy also confirmed that a 
meeting would take place later yes- 
terday between Syrian officers and 
Lebanese internal security officials 
ahead of the joint deployment. 
Some 5,000 Syrian have been 
stationed on the outskirts of the sub- 
urbs since May 15 with orders to 
enter the embattled area. 

But the deployment was delayed 
as Syria and fran, each anxious to 
preserve its position in Lebanon, 
failed to agree on the scope of the 
intervention.
